I he historic bill that would define 
marriages in California as be¬ 
tween “two persons” instead of 
between a man and a woman appears 
dead this year, the leader of the Cali¬ 
fornia Assembly 
told reporters 
Tuesday, May 4. 

“I think we 
have to pick our 
battles, and it’s 
probably not a 
fight we engage 
in this year,” As¬ 
sembly Speaker 
Fabian Nunez 
(D-Los Angeles) 
told reporters 

during a trip to Washington, D.C., ac¬ 
cording to an Associated Press report. 

The measure, authored by openly 
gay Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco) passed out of the Assembly 
Judiciary Committee April 20 on an 8- 
3 vote. Called the Marriage License 
Non-Discrimination Act, the propos¬ 
al would amend the state’s family code 
to allow same-sex couples to obtain a 
marriage license.

A banner that went up two months ago at the LGBT Community Center commending city 
officials for their stance on same-sex marriage - and urging community members to 
fight the Federal Marriage Amendment - was vandalized sometime early Saturday 
morning, center officials said. Executive Director Thom Lynch told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the banner and parts of the front of the building were hit with water-soluble 
red paint sometime between 1 and 8 a.m. Saturday, May 1. "It shows that even in San 
Francisco; we can be attacked/' Lynch said. There was no permanent damage to the 
building, and Lynch said the banner would be put back up. A police report was filed, but 
there are no known suspects. 


Lesbian grandmas 
ride for marriage

A nd they’re off! 

After years of 
emotional joy and 
challenges, plus a 
month of physical training, 
lesbian grandmothers and life 
partners Carrie and Elisia 
Ross-Stone left from San 
Francisco on Sunday, May 2 
for “The Rainbow Ride” - a 
bicycle tour across the coun¬ 
try to gather support for legal 
same-sex marriage. 

The purpose of the ride, 
according to the couple, is to 
“dispel the lies and half-truths 
about gay and lesbian rela¬ 
tionships and to do our part 
to create positive social change 
through hope and education.” 

Guided by the belief that 
the struggle for equal civil 
marriage rights is a grassroots 
effort, “instigated by ordi¬ 
nary, everyday lesbian and 
gay couples,” they are moti¬ 
vated, they said in a state¬ 
ment, by the desire “to em¬ 
power lesbian and gay fami¬ 
lies who are harmed each day 
because they are denied basic 
legal rights and protections.” 

The couple, together since _ 

1994, drove their eBay-pur¬ 
chased RV from Tampa to San Francisco last 
month, alternating between cycling and dri¬ 
ving in order to physically prepare for the 
ride, which will take them through parts of 
several western states and the Midwest, cul¬ 
minating in a rally in Washington, D.C. 

“Well, I hope we’re ready,” Carrie told the

I hen Jason West, the mayor of 
f New Paltz, New York who faces 
criminal charges for marrying 
same-sex couples, visits San 
Francisco this weekend, he hopes to get a 
chance to meet with Mayor Gavin Newsom, 
who inspired him to join the fight for mar¬ 
riage equality. 

“f am not sure ifJL 
am going to meet him. 

I hope I do,” said West. 

When asked what 
he would like to talk to 
Newsom about, the 
27-year-old, single 
West joked, “I want to 
discuss hair products, 
mostly.” 

Both mayors are 
young, handsome ris¬ 
ing stars of their polit¬ 
ical parties: Newsom is a Democrat and 
West is a Green. The two mayors who start¬ 
ed a gay marriage tsunami on both coasts 
have yet to meet face to face but have spo¬ 
ken on the telephone. 

Newsom called West after he began mar¬ 
rying gay and lesbian couples on February 
27,15 days after Newsom shocked the world 
by directing County Clerk Nancy Alfaro to 
begin marrying same-sex couples. 

“I did speak with him briefly in the midst 
of all the chaos. It was a short, pleasant con¬ 
versation,” West said during a telephone in¬ 
terview with the Bay Area Reporter Tuesday,

Prosecution rests in 
Araujo murder trial

T he prosecution rested its 
case in the murder of trans¬ 
gender teenager Gwen 
Araujo Tuesday, May 4, while de¬ 
fense attorney Tony Serra called 
his first witness in the case. 

Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Harry Sheppard de¬ 
nied a defense motion to strike the 
hate crime enhancements against 
each of the three defendants. 
Sheppard said that Araujo’s sexu¬ 
al identity was “loo intertwined” 


with the events and that he would 
allow the jury to consider the hate 
crime enhancement should the 
defendants be found guilty. 

After Tuesday’s session, the 
trial at the Hayward Hall of Justice, 
was recessed until May 18 to ac¬ 
commodate Sheppard’s vacation. 

Araujo was born as a male 
named Eddie but lived as a female. 
Jose Merel, 23, and Jason Cazares, 
and Michael Magidson, both 24, 
are charged with murder and a 
hate crime enhancement for the 
death of Araujo. The prosecution 
and defense agree that Araujo was 
killed at a house party in the East

Bay city of Newark in the early 
morning hours of October 4, 
2002, after defendants learned 
that her biological sex was male. 
At least two men, Magidson and 
Merel, reportedly had sexual rela¬ 
tions with Araujo. All three defen¬ 
dants have pleaded not guilty to 
the charges, with attorneys for 
Magidson and Cazares claiming 
their clients acted in reaction to a 
“deception.” 

A fourth man, Jaron Nabors, 
21, pleaded guilty last year to vol¬ 
untary manslaughter and agreed 
to testify against his friends in ex¬ 
change for an 11-year prison sen¬ 
tence. Nabors was the prosecu¬ 
tion’s star witness and provided 
many of the details about Araujo’s 
killing during the six days he was 
on the witness stand. 

Paul Merel, 26, the older broth¬ 
er of Jose Merel, was the first de¬ 
fense witness and testified on 
Tuesday. Under questioning from 
Serra, who is Cazares’s attorney, 
Paul Merel testified that he has 
done street outreach, including 
AIDS prevention and work in ju¬ 
venile detention centers. He told 
the court he has had gay, lesbian, 
and transgender coworkers. Serra 
asked Paul Merel if because of his 
work experience he thought he 
had an enhanced ability to detect 
transgender people. Paul Merel 
claimed he is no better at identi- 
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HRC charges politics 
in marriage struggle

: he Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign fears that Republican 
politics aimed at discredit¬ 
ing Democratic presidential can¬ 
didate John Kerry will bring about 
a vote on the antigay Federal Mar¬ 
riage Amendment as early as this 
summer. 

While condemning Republi¬ 
cans for playing politics with the 
issue, HRC has acquiesced to the 
Democratic political strategy of 
not defending gays. 

It is the same strategy that all 
three players adopted in years past 
that resulted in passage of the 
antigay military policy of “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” in 1993, and the 
antigay Defense of Marriage Act 
in 1996. 

HRC scheduled the May 4 tele¬ 
phone news conference with gay 
media outlets to inform and edu¬ 
cate the community on the mar¬ 
riage amendment. HRC President 
Cheryl Jacques criticized some 
media accounts that suggest that a 
yote on the FMA is unlikely this 
year; “We don’t see it that way at all.” 

[The Bay Area Reporter first re¬ 
ported two weeks ago HRC’s view 
on the FMA vote.] 

“I think [Republicans] are try¬ 
ing to spot Senator Kerry, they are 
looking for the worst possible po¬ 
litical time to put this on the floor 
and damage him, and put him in a 
tough position on a tough vote,” 
she said. Jacques believes the tim¬ 
ing will be after Massachusetts 
starts issuing marriage licenses to 
gay couples but before the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention in 
Boston at the end of July. 

HRC political director Winnie 
Stachelberg believes that socially 
conservative Republicans are 
holding marriage-related hearings 
in other Senate committees “be¬ 
cause it looks like they don’t have 
the votes in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee to mark up and report 
out” a marriage amendment. 

Senator Rick Santorum (R- 
Pennsylvania) was scheduled to 
chair one of those hearings before 
a finance subcommittee Wednes¬ 
day, May 5. Kerry is a senior mem¬ 
ber of that subcommittee. But

HRC had not asked Kerry to at¬ 
tend the hearing or defend gay 
families. 

“We were quite pleased to see 
the Democrats not engaging in 
what we see on the Republican 
side as gamesmanship. None of 
the Democrats showed up for the 
[last such] hearing and we hope 
that will continue in tomorrow’s 
Senate Finance Committee,” 
Stachelberg said Tuesday. 

But Democrats and HRC have 
participated in similar hearings 
before the Senate and House judi¬ 
ciary committees. 

Jacques pointed to a pattern of 
state versions of the FMA that are 
being pushed in key battleground 
states such as Ohio as being “very 
consistent with the president’s 
plan to bring out his base, to get 
them all fired up on a gay rights 
issue and to be sure that they show 
up at the polls for him.” 

Yet even while absolving De¬ 
mocrats from the need to stick up 
for gays, Jacques was exhorting the 
community to “do the hard work 
that needs to be done - pick up 
the phone and talk to their sena¬ 
tors and congresspeople,” visit 
their offices, and “support organi¬ 
zations like HRC and others who 
are fighting this fight.” 

She pointed to a HRC poll 
taken in the community several 
weeks ago showing that more than 
half of the GLBT people surveyed 
“don’t talk to family, friends, and 
colleagues about the impact of dis¬ 


crimination on their lives. So a lot 
of our natural allies really don t 
know what any of this means.” 

“So what are the Democrats 
doing to protect and energize a 
critical part of their base, namely 
the gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender community?” asked 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force Executive Director Matt 
Foreman in a column circulated a 
few hours later. 

Jacques tossed off an incendi¬ 
ary charge in responding to the 
final question of the news confer¬ 
ence. It concerned faith-based 
programs that President Bush 
strongly supports. 

“We keep learning that a lot of 
the inner city ministries, a lot of 
the African American leaders who 
are speaking with our enemies in 
support of the constitutional 
amendment and against gay mar¬ 
riage, are receiving a lot of re¬ 
sources and funding through the 
faith-based initiative,” Jacques said. 

“That may be part of the moti¬ 
vation of why they are joining 
forces with people who would 
have done everything to margin¬ 
alize their community when given 
the opportunity,” she added. “We 
are very concerned about where 
this is headed. Obviously part of 
our goal in electing fair-minded 
leaders is to elect people who will 
recognize the separation of 
church and state and will not try 
to use federal tax dollars to bait 
people into gay bashing.” ▼

his June will mark the 35th 
anniversary of the Stonewall 
I riots, a perfect opportunity 
for .veterans of that era - many of 
whom are now in their 60s - to re¬ 
connect and reminisce.

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AIDS funding fight costs 
agencies, harms clients

aught in the crosshairs of a 
financial dispute between 
public health officials and 
members of an AIDS funding ad¬ 
visory group, AIDS agencies this 
month are being forced to lay off 
staff and end programs for people 
with HIV and AIDS. 

The disagreement is over how 
to fund those agencies impacted 
by the $4 million cut San Francis¬ 
co received in its federal Ryan 
White CARE Act funding this year. 
Heath Director Dr. Mitch Katz had 
proposed maintaining certain 
AIDS services by using $500,000 
city officials allocated in general 
fund money and unused CARE 
Act dollars from fiscal year 2003. 

Katz, who did not respond to 
repeated requests for comment 
for this article, presented his plan 
to the Board of Supervisors’ Fi¬ 
nance Committee April 21. In a 
memo to committee chair Super¬ 
visor Chris Daly, Katz said his goal 
was to maintain important CARE 
services at least until the supervi¬ 
sors had a chance to debate the 
value of maintaining the impacted 
services. 

In an apparent reference to a 
plan floated by Daly last month to 
use $2.2 million in additional 
health department revenue from 
Medicare and Medicaid billing to 
backfill the cuts, Katz rejected 
such an option. 


“I wish to do this in a way that 
does not commit the department 
to use any of its unallocated FY04- 
FY05 revenue because I have slat¬ 
ed these dollars to be rolled over 
into next year to prevent pro¬ 
grams from being cut. If we use 
this money now, we are prevent¬ 
ing the [board] from prioritizing 
which programs to save,” he 
wrote. 

But members of the HIV 
Health Services Planning Council, 
known as the CARE council, 
balked at approving Katz’s plan at 
their meeting Monday, April 26, 
charging he never consulted them 
in how to allocate the rollover 
funds, as required by federal law, 
and disregarded the funding pri¬ 
orities the council had established. 

They also question if the 
$500,000 in rollover funds Katz 
identified in his plan really exists 
and question why he is allocating 
nearly $400,000 toward 
methadone treatment when other 
health services have been given 
higher priority by the council. 

“We were never informed by 
the AIDS office or DPH of Katz’s 
proposal to the supervisors April 
21,” said Lara Sallee, a co-chair of 
the CARE council, who noted the 
council co-chairs had to call DPH 
staff to ask if they should add the 
vote to their agenda to ensure they 
met their public notification re¬ 
quirements. [During the council 
meeting Michelle Long Dixon, the 
director of HIV health services, 


said DPH was not ready to bring 
the plan for a vote that night but 
that the co-chairs requested it, ac¬ 
cording to those in attendance. 
The council was never presented 
with a formal plan to vote on, 
merely the memo Katz sent to 
Daly.] 

As for using rollover funds, 
Sallee said, “The CARE council 
has been consistently informed 
since December we would not 
have rollover funds to use this 
year, and if we did, it would be a 
very small amount. That is very 
different from what Mitch Katz 
was saying.” 

Since the council received 
word March 1 of the cut in Ryan 
White dollars, it has asked about 
rollover funds. Sallee said the 
AIDS office informed the council 
it was not anticipating any avail¬ 
able dollars to be used for back¬ 
filling or extending service con¬ 
tracts. 

[According to those at the 
meeting, Long Dixon told the 
council the AIDS office is estimat¬ 
ing a far lower dollar amount than 
Katz’s estimate. No matter how 
much rollover funds are available, 
the council must first approve 
their expenditure; federal officials 
then review the proposal, and if 
granted, the money will not be 
available until November.] 

Sallee also noted that accord¬ 
ing to the CARE council’s priori¬ 
tization policy and its reduction

\ alifornia Assembly Speaker Fabian 
Nunez (D-Los Angeles) threw a 
curveball Tuesday when he said that 
Assemblyman Mark Leno’s marriage equal¬ 
ity bill is doomed this year. “I think we have 
to pick our battles, and it’s probably not a 
fight we can engage in this year,” Nunez told 
reporters during a trip to Washington, D.C. 
While the ever-diplomatic Leno declined to 
say he was blindsided by Nunez’s action, he 
did admit the speaker’s comments were “a 
little surprising.” 

In other words, Leno. was blind-sided. 

Once again, as we noted recently in this 
space, it’s the straight Democratic lawmakers 
in Sacramento who are quashing full mar¬ 
riage equality. No wonder homophobic state 
Senator Pete Knight (R-Palmdale) softened 
his stance last month, when he told a Sacra¬ 
mento newspaper and a lobbyist for Equali¬ 
ty California that he might be willing to ac¬ 
cept something short of marriage for same- 
sex couples. Knight said there was “nothing” 
he could do about Leno’s Marriage License 
Non-Discrimination Act if Democrats got 
behind the bill; with Nunez’s comments this 
week, the chances of that happening are slim 
to none. Knight, who can read the tea leaves, 
knew full well that Democratic legislators 
weren’t going to touch the hot political pota¬ 
to of civil marriage for same-sex couples. It’s 
an election year, stupid. 

Leno told us he knows he doesn’t have 
the 41 votes needed to get AB1967 out of the 
Assembly, which is why he likely is going to 
have to wait until next year to take up the 
issue again. Equally important, Leno said 
that he’s “not going to risk the importance 
of the cause by taking the bill to the floor to 
lose.” The action, he said, would do more 
harm than good for future legislative efforts. 

Leno said he’s still involved in the process 
of working to pass AB1967 - which at this 


point means trying to muster support to get 
it out of the Appropriations Committee by 
the end of the month. But with 
Nunez’s preemptive strike this 
week, we see the writing on the 
wall. , 

Remembering Daddy 

We would be remiss if we didn’t 
acknowledge the many contributions 
that Daddy Alan Selby made to the 
community throughout his 
years of fundraising and work¬ 
ing on behalf of people with 
HIV/AIDS. Mr. Selby, who 
died Sunday at the age of 75, made his last 
public appearance just a week before his 


death, at the AIDS Emergency Fund’s annu¬ 
al benefit gala. He was so happy to be 
among his friends, while supporting one of 
his favorite charities. His first benefit 
was hosted at Chaps bar in 1982 for 
Shanti; later that same year he joined 
the AEF’s board of directors, serving 
for six and a half years. Mr. Selby 
founded the Leather Daddy and 
Daddy’s Boy contests, which continue 
to this day, providing fun for the 
community while at the same 
time raising money for those 
in need. Mr. Selby was a pillar 
in the gay and leather commu¬ 
nities and his good work will not go unno¬ 
ticed. He will be missed terribly. ▼ 




The Savage truth

n honor of National STD Awareness 
'. Month (who knew?), Dan Savage ap- 
1 peared last Tuesday night, April 27, to a 
smallish crowd at the Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy in the Castro. Why was the 
crowd so small? I’d shown up an hour early, 
thinking I’d be lucky to stand in the back by 
the finger-painted self-portraits of kinder- 
gartners and the ketchup-stained lunch ta¬ 
bles. Instead, I had my pick of seats near the 
front; close enough to see up Savage’s nostrils. 

Had the Stop AIDS. Project underpro¬ 
moted the event because they knew Savage 
would be lambasting gay men’s health orga¬ 
nizations? 

Were Dan’s fans afraid that chairs would 
be thrown at the podium like they were 
when Savage recently spoke about similar 
concerns in Boston? 

Were they kept away by cops who stood 
sentinel in anticipation of copycat chair- 
chiickers? 

Or - more likely - were gay men put off 
by the “heavy” topic of sexually transmitted 
disease, especially directly across the street 
from their beloved Collingwood Park? 

Savage’s message last Tuesday night was 
simple: Gay men’s health organizations are 
failing miserably, as skyrocketing HIV rates 
prove, and it behooves the agencies and 
nonprofits that wanted to take credit for 
dwindling seroconversion rates in the early 
1990s to now take some of the flak for the 
alarming upswing. During the hour that he 
spoke and the ensuing hour of questioning, 
the audience - which beefed up as the night 
went on, despite several walkouts - became 
increasingly antsy and animated, and it 
wasn’t just because several were admitted 
crystal meth users. 

Savage, who was invited (and presum¬ 
ably paid) by Stop AIDS and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public Health’s STD 
unit, was certainly biting the hand that feeds 
him, but besides his lack of obsequiousness, 
what was so shocking about his remarks? 
Perhaps that he dared to criticize a system 
in which men’s health organizations are 


afraid to call gay men on the carpet for un¬ 
safe behavior or even to define what unsafe 
behavior is anymore. Perhaps that he chas¬ 
tised men’s health organizations for pro¬ 
ducing campaign materials that actually 
propagate HIV, meth use (“I’m not saying 
we shouldn’t use drugs; I’m saying we 
should be using good drugs.”), and anony¬ 
mous cruising (anonymous anal intercourse 
in particular). 

Savage noted that gay nonprofits are es¬ 
pecially reluctant to criticize those HIV-pos- 
itive men who promote and glamorize bare- 
backing and play parties, and that perhaps 
the reason for their silence has less to do 
with their fear of alienating their con¬ 
stituents and more to do with the 
fact that some of the nonprofit and 
agency workers themselves engage 
in such behavior and don’t want to 
turn away potential party partners, 
even if those potential partners are 
still negative. 

As a 28-year-old gay 
man who began visiting 
the Castro in 1993, when 
Savage’s column, “Savage 
Love,” was just starting to appear in SF Week¬ 
ly (does anybody remember the incendiary 
greeting, “Hey Faggot”?), I was shocked by 
how shocked my fellow audience members 
were. Savage was invited to spark lively dis¬ 
course, and I hope that water coolers at the 
Department of Public Health, Stop AIDS, 
UCSF, the SF AIDS Foundation, the AIDS 
Health Project, Magnet, et al. were bubbling 
over the next morning from heated discus¬ 
sions, and that those discussions will lead to 
more proactivity and less apathy. 

I recently ended a long-term relationship 
with an HIV-positive man. Thankfully, I am 
still negative, despite my former partner’s 
efforts to convince me that condom-less 
topping was safe, and despite prevention 
workers at UCSF who told me almost the 
same thing. Although it is imperative that 
we take personal responsibility for our sex¬ 
ual choices, Savage’s speech reminded me 
that it is equally imperative that the organi¬ 
zations we fund and the men that we sleep 
with be held accountable. 


Last year, I was involved for over six 
months with an HIV-negative men’s sup¬ 
port group at the AIDS Health Project, and 
when I revealed there that I had been en¬ 
gaging in unprotected anal intercourse with 
my positive partner, none of the facilitators 
intervened. It was only several weeks later 
that one of my fellow group members - a 
recent transplant from the South - gave me 
the scolding I deserved, the scolding that all 
my gay friends and all the counselors at 
LYRIC would have given me 10 years earli¬ 
er, when I was still afraid of contracting HIV 
and when I still trusted that my potential 
partners would respect me rather than re¬ 
ject me for insisting that we use condoms. 

I would have loved to attend a serodis- 
cordant couples support group at 
AHP to negotiate safety with my 
partner, but my partner was as 
resistant to that idea as he was to 
the drugs he stopped taking 
after we became involved. 
But even if he had agreed 
to join me in my preven¬ 
tion efforts, it would have 
been for naught; AHP dis¬ 
continued its mixed-status men’s group last 
year, due to what it claims was a lack of pub¬ 
lic interest. This claim surprised me, be¬ 
cause I had expressed interest to counselors 
there several times, and because a couple 
who are friends of mine had been on the 
waiting list for over a year, only to be told by 
AHP workers that they “wouldn’t be a good 
fit” for a new couples group that was about 
to start. 

Times have changed, I guess. And that’s 
why, when I arrived an hour early to make 
sure I could get a seat to see Dan Savage, the 
only other people there were the folks from 
Stop AIDS, setting up the chairs. T

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Daddy Alan will be missed 

The single greatest testament I can think of about 
the life of Daddy Alan Selby is that literally thousands 
of people are alive today because of him. 

He joined the board of AIDS Emergency Fund in 
1983 and spent the next 21 years raising hundreds of 
thousand of dollars so AEF could help others in need. 
His passion, humor, and vitality attracted other volun¬ 
teers and donors, and his leadership set an example to 
many to follow. As owner of Mr. S Leather in the early 
days of the epidemic, Daddy Alan set the pace in the 
fight against AIDS. Even after he sold the business, Alan 
continued to walk the streets of the Castro and South 
of Market, soliciting auction items and donations from 
local merchants. As any of them will tell you, it was 
nearly impossible to say.no to him. The leather title 
contest that Daddy Alan founded, SF Leather Daddy, 
has a 20-year history of supporting AIDS causes, and 
has created an army of proud titleholders committed to 
service and community. Alan also co-founded the hol¬ 
iday dinner for people with HIV/AIDS, an event that 
continues to offer love, companionship and hope to 
over 1,000 people each Christmas Eve. 

Alan was one of a handful of people whose early 
involvement in the fight against AIDS helped to de¬ 
fine the San Francisco model of care that we have 
today. The community-based network of nonprofits 
that still provide meals, hospice care, emergency as¬ 
sistance, groceries, legal services, and counseling was 
built by Alan and people like him who could not sit 
idly by while AIDS ravaged our communi¬ 
ty. These men and women are now in their 
senior years, if they managed to survive 
the epidemic. 

And we are losing them one by one. 

Bob Ross, who died in 2003, was AIDS 
Emergency Fund’s single largest bene¬ 
factor. Alan was its greatest advocate. 

Alan managed to get out of the 
house one last time the week before he 
died to attend AIDS Emergency Fund’s 
awards gala. He had never missed one, and he made it 
clear he had no intention of missing this one. He had, 
of course, been honored many times at our galas, in¬ 
cluding our 20th anniversary gala in 2002. But last 
week was different. He only stayed a short while, but 
was greeted by dozens of people eager to let him know 
how he had touched their lives and that he was loved. 

Lest anyone be left with the impression that he was 
Mother Teresa, he definitely was not. Daddy Alan had 
a very, very good time. Regularly and often. He packed 
more life into his 75 years than many of us could in 
two lifetimes. That he could do that and still find the 
energy, time, and spirit to serve the community is 
what truly set him apart.

LCR president responds 

Back from a recent trip, I finally saw Republican 
Assembly nominee Gail Neira’s letter attacking Log 
Cabin Republicans of San Francisco [Mailstrom, April 
22]. She is unhappy over a statement that I made dur¬ 
ing the primary campaign, which Wayne Friday re¬ 
published in his column a month after the primary. 
On behalf of Log Cabin, I stated that Ms. Neira is “out 
of the mainstream, and we view her as very hostile to 
gay rights. We cannot allow her to carry the banner 
for the party.” 

Neira mistakenly attributes my statement to disap¬ 
pointment over her defeat in the primary of Colin Gal¬ 
lagher, whom Log Cabin endorsed. However, my state¬ 
ment was during the primary campaign, not after. 
Neira is also wrong in suggesting that my comments, 
or Log Cabin’s refusal to endorse her, had anything to 
do with her being heterosexual. We have endorsed het¬ 
erosexual candidates who are supportive of gay and 
lesbian issues, which Neira is not. She also suggests that 
she received many votes from gay Republicans. How¬ 
ever, it bears emphasis that Neira managed only 51 
percent of the vote in a two-way primary and over¬ 
whelmingly lost in the Castro and Mission. 

Neira attempts to present herself as gay-friendly in 
her letter. Her recent comments, however, show oth¬ 
erwise. We need look no further than Neira’s re¬ 
sponses to Log Cabin’s candidate questionnaire dur¬ 
ing the primary. When asked what she would do “to 
make the Republican Party a more inclusive ‘big tent,’ 
particularly with respect to gay men,” Neira’s under¬ 
lined response was “Nothing!” If that statement is not 
enough, Neira responded that she does not support 
domestic partnership legislation because it “is not a 
priority when millions of impoverished citizens are 
still neglected! Sexual abuse on children and elderly 
remains rampant!” She further stated that she did not 
want Log Cabin’s endorsement and that she is “too 
‘normally secure’ for your tastes.” Finally, she chastised 
Log Cabin for not endorsing her before because “I was 
‘too’ normal for you.” With these statements from 
Neira herself, need we say anymore?

The cover story on 
health insurance

- he second week in May 

- marks the annual “Cover 
1 the Uninsured Week,” a 
nonpartisan campaign to draw 
public attention to the 44 million 
Americans without health insur¬ 
ance - a number that includes 
many lesbians and gay men. Ac¬ 
cording to a survey by Harris In¬ 
teractive and Witeck-Combs 
Communications, almost a third 
of us don’t have health insurance, 
making coverage a vital issue for 
gay people. 

Why such a high percentage? 
Despite the marketing surveys 
that suggest gay people are all af¬ 
fluent with high-paying jobs, 
there are plenty of us who are 
poor or whose small-business em¬ 
ployers don’t provide health in 
surance. Especially at risk are 
the young and old and those 
who are vulnerable to firing 
because of their gender ex¬ 
pression. 

Also, many of us have 
chosen self-employment, 
which eliminates the 
fear of workplace dis¬ 
crimination. But in 
my 10 years as 
a freelance 
writer and ed¬ 
itor, I’ve had 
lean times when I couldn’t afford 
coverage and had to gamble that 
I’d stay healthy. And even when I 
could afford it, I discovered that 
big insurance companies use var¬ 
ious trumped-up excuses (all 
legal) to deny coverage to healthy 
self-employed people or to charge 
exorbitant rates for minimal indi¬ 
vidual policies with high de¬ 
ductibles. 

In addition, gay people may be 
. especially vulnerable simply be¬ 
cause of how health coverage 
works in this country. Think 
about it: employment and marital 
status - two areas in which we 
don’t yet enjoy equal rights - are 
the main avenues to obtaining 
health insurance. 

In fact, those have been the two 
primary paths to health insurance 
since the ultraconservative post- 
World War II era. Employer-sup¬ 
plied health insurance was born of 
corporate need: with a shortage of 
labor after the war, businesses had 
to find a way to lure and keep 
good employees. So the govern¬ 
ment helped out by granting tax 
incentives to employers who pro¬ 
vided health insurance to their

workforce - which 
proved to be an appeal¬ 
ing, tax-free benefit for 
employees. 

It was a system that 
worked fairly well back 
then, the only time in 
our history when the 
“traditional” family of 
breadwinner father, stay- 
at-home mother, and bi¬ 
ological offspring was in 
a majority. But 50 years 
later, society and the 
economy have changed 
significantly, and now 
medical and insurance 
costs are hideously bloat¬ 
ed - yet health coverage 
is still being meted out as if only 
the gainfully employed and their 
government-recognized depen¬ 
dents deserve it. 

This has created a huge crisis in 
health insurance, with many 
middle-class citizens now 
just a pink slip or a divorce 
decree away from being 
uninsured and unable to af¬ 
ford their own coverage - 
until they can find another 
full-time job or remarry 
someone who has insur¬ 
ance. So much for the idea 
that marriage 
rights alone - 
or even do¬ 
mestic part¬ 
nership - will solve our commu¬ 
nity’s healthcare problems. 

What’s more, the number of 
uninsured is bound to increase as 
professional jobs continue to be 
outsourced abroad. Consider this: 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, in the past year white- 
collar temps like engineers and 
computer technicians have ac¬ 
counted for nearly one-third of 
the total increase in employment 
numbers - and temps, of course, 
don’t get health insurance. Being 
uninsured, at least for periods of 
time, is fast becoming a middle- 
class phenomenon. 

As anyone who’s ever been 
uninsured can attest, what’s scary 
is not just the enormous risk in¬ 
volved - a single hospitalization 
could wipe you out financially - 
but also the long-term impact on 
your health if you don’t get quali¬ 
ty preventive care and you have to 
rely on emergency rooms and free 
clinics. It’s been suggested, for ex¬ 
ample, that the increased inci¬ 
dence of breast cancer in lesbians 
may be connected to their not 
having health insurance; because 
medical care is so expensive, unin¬ 



sured lesbians may wait to see a 
doctor or to have screening mam¬ 
mograms until their cancer is too 
advanced to treat. 

The ideal solution would be 
health insurance that didn’t de¬ 
pend on status - Americans 
would be guaranteed universal 
coverage in a sort of extended 
Medicare system, simply because 
good, affordable health care is a 
right, not a privilege. (Check out 
the many excellent sources on 
universal health coverage provid¬ 
ed by the American Medical Stu¬ 
dent Association at amsa.org.) In 
fact, a majority of Americans in¬ 
dicate that they want universal 
coverage and would pay extra 
taxes to have it. But the issue has 
been debated in Washington for 
decades - and repeatedly dis¬ 
missed - because the medical and 
insurance industries are too 
wealthy and powerful, and the 
uninsured too scattered to have 
any clout. 

And sadly, few civil rights 
groups see health insurance as an 
issue that’s directly connected to 
their struggles. Gay groups in par¬ 
ticular are noticeably absent from 
the list of organizations backing 
“Cover the Uninsured Week” 
(covertheuninsured.org). In the 
coming week, gay people should 
make time to become aware of 
how health insurance affects us in 
particular and what we as a com¬ 
munity might do in coalition with 
others affected by this growing 
crisis. T

SF’s bright new top cop

aving recently retired from 
nearly 10 years on the city’s 
Police Commission and 
having served under three mayors 
and with five different chiefs of 
police, the one cop who has caused 
the most excitement and about 
whom I’ve been asked the most 
questions is San Francisco’s new 
chief of police, Heather Fong. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom named 
Fong as the city’s top cop on April 
12, making her not only the first 
female police chief of San Francis¬ 
co, but the first Asian American 
woman to lead a major U.S. police 
force. Fong, 47, is a 27-year veter¬ 
an of the department, having 
joined the force in 1977 and 
quickly risen through the ranks, 
becoming a captain in 1994, when 
she was one of the first three 
women to achieve that rank with¬ 
in the department. 

I first got to know Fong when 
she was named commanding offi¬ 
cer of Central Station in 1996, 
then the first female station com¬ 
mander. After 27 years on the 
force, many consider Fong as just 
the new face that is needed to lead 
the troubled 155-year-old, 2,300- 
member department. Newsom 
thrilled the old five-member 
Police Commission when 
he recommended her, 
and she was quickly con¬ 
firmed to lead the depart¬ 
ment. 

The search for a 
new chief had been 
nationwide among 43 
applicants and 
was finally nar¬ 
rowed down to 
three who were 
personally interviewed by New¬ 
som. In the opinion of the outgo¬ 
ing commission, the mayor 
couldn’t have made a better 
choice. I happen to know Fong - 
who is almost never spotted out of 
her neatly pressed uniform or 
without her hat - both as a police 
officer and a friend, but despite 
the formality of her title, most 
people still know the new chief as 
Heather. 

Fong, a native San Franciscan, 
grew up in North Beach on the 
edge of Chinatown and earned her 
master’s degree in social work at 
San Francisco State University. A 
well-liked street cop, Fong’s fellow 
officers will tell you she is some¬ 
what shy, mild-mannered, and 
even-tempered, but by no means a 
pushover. Former S.F. Police Chief 
Fred Lau, who now heads federal 
security for Oakland International 
Airport and was the chief who 
promoted Fong and two other 
women to captain in 1994, proba¬ 
bly described the polite, straight- 
laced, and business-like new chief 
best when he recently told a re¬ 
porter that “Heather Fong walks 
softly and carries several big sticks; 
she has a lot of inner confidence 
that that lets people know that she 
is the boss.” 

A seasoned police officer, Fong 
has walked beats, taught classes at 
the Police Academy, overseen the 
department’s SWAT team, and 
served as a station commander. 
Her appointment to the position 
of top cop in San Francisco is seen 
as a breath of fresh air for a de¬ 
partment that has had a couple of 
particularly rough years, tainted 
in large part by the so-called Fa- 
jitagate scandal, stemming from 
allegations of a cover-up following 
a 2002 street brawl, allegedly insti¬ 
gated by three off-duty officers. 

The scandal resulted a year ago 
in the indictment of 10 top offi¬ 


cers, including then-Chief Earl 
Sanders and several members of 
the command staff; Fong was one 
of the few top department officials 
not tainted by the scandal. 

Fong is one of two daughters 
of parents who once owned a deli 
in Oakland’s Chinatown section; 
her father has since passed away 
and her mother, who later worked 
as a paralegal, is still active in the 
San Francisco Chinese communi¬ 
ty. Fong is unmarried, 
and lives with a long¬ 
time boyfriend (who is 
also a San Francisco 
police officer) and a 
dog that she is said to 
have rescued from 
the streets in the city’s 
Potrero Hill 
neighbor¬ 
hood. 

During my 
years on the 
Police Commission, I have come 
to know dozens of - no, probably 
a few hundred - police officers, 
both male and female, and I don’t 
know of a single officer who does¬ 
n’t genuinely like and respect the 
new chief. 

Fong is also surrounded by a 
highly-talented, hard-working, 
and loyal command staff who very 
much want to see the boss succeed 
in her new position - exceptional 
people like Deputy Chiefs Mindy 
Pengel, Greg Suhr, and Morris 
Tabak. It’s safe to say this city 
should expect good things from 
this new chief of police. 

Newsom has done the city a 
favor and shown that he’s a good 
manager with the appointment of 
Fong as police chief and Joanne 
Hayes-White as fire chief, result¬ 
ing in the pairing of two highly 
qualified women in the city’s top 
two public safety jobs. 

Fong was quoted recently in 
the San Francisco Chronicle as say¬ 
ing that “although maybe my 
comfort zone is one thing, I’m not 
averse at stepping up and doing 
what needs to be done as chief.” 
Anyone who knows Fong has no 
reason to doubt her for a single 
moment. I am privileged to know 
Fong, and honored to call her my 
friend; I think that, by far, she is 
the young mayor’s best appoint¬ 
ment. The men and women of the 
department, and more important¬ 
ly, the citizens of San Francisco, 
are truly fortunate to have this 
woman in charge of their police 
department. 

Politics and people 

The California Supreme Court 
announced last week that it would 
hear oral arguments May 25 on 
the question of whether San Fran¬ 
cisco Mayor Gavin Newsom had 
the authority to issue same-sex 
marriage licenses. The seven- 


member court said it will devote 
two hours to the arguments, 
which will be broadcast live on the 
California Channel starting at 9 
a.m. (for a list of stations, visit 
www.calchannel.com/carriage.htm) 
Under court rules, the justices 
must rule within 90 days. 

Local volunteers for Senator 
John Kerry’s (D-Massachusetts) 
presidential campaign are hosting 
a “Beat Bush Bash” fundraiser 
Thursday, May 13 at LeZinc 
French Bistro, 4063 24 th Street, in 
Noe Valley, from 7-9 p.m. Join city 
Treasurer Susan Leal, and orga¬ 
nizers Richard May, Dee An¬ 
drews, Matthew Mallet, and 
Karen Park. Organizers are ask¬ 
ing for donations of $50, $250, or 
$500, with all money raised from 
admissions going to the Kerry 
campaign for use in crucial battle¬ 
ground states. 

Coming to the aid of the party: 
Former Vice President Al Gore 
announced that he will give to the 
Democratic Party nearly $6.5 mil¬ 
lion he has left from his 2000 pres¬ 
idential run. Gore will give $4 mil¬ 
lion to the Democratic National 
Committee to use directly on the 
Kerry campaign, $2 million to the 
party’s House and Senate cam¬ 
paign organizations, and the rest 
to the Florida and Tennessee state 
Demo parties.

H j i ay Sarton was one of the 
' r most prolific writers of 
the 20th century. Her love 
affairs with women were equally 
abundant. Although passion 
spurred her creativity, she lament¬ 
ed her “excess of love” and her 
“longing to give the same thing to 
too many people.” 

Sarton was born on May 3, 
1912, in Wondelgem, Belgium. 
When she was 2 years old, her 
family fled to England after the 
Germans invaded Belgium; by 
1916, the family had moved to 
America and settled in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts. Sarton at¬ 
tended Shady Hill, one of the 
country’s first alternative schools, 
where she developed a crush on 
the principal, Katharine Taylor. 

Sarton soon found a new idol 
in lesbian actress Eva Le Galli- 
enne, and gave up a scholarship to 
Vassar to join her Civic Repertory 
Theater in New York City. After 
Sarton’s own theater venture 
collapsed during the De¬ 
pression, she decided to 
devote herself to writing. 

Her work was first pub¬ 
lished in Poetry magazine in 
1930. 

Maintaining an at¬ 
tachment to her Eu¬ 
ropean roots, Sarton 
traveled frequently to 
Brussels, Paris, and 
London, where she became ac¬ 
quainted with many of the era’s 
literary lights. Often in desperate 
financial straits, she relied on sup¬ 
port from her father to supple¬ 
ment her meager earnings from 
writing, teaching, and lecturing. 

In 1936 she began an affair 
with British scientist Julian Hux¬ 
ley - who was close to her father’s 
age - but she resented his sexual 
demands. Soon thereafter, she de¬ 
veloped a passionate attachment 
to Huxley’s wife, Juliette. Al¬ 
though Juliette at first spurned her 
overtures, Sarton’s feelings never 
waned. 

Sarton had numerous roman-

tic and sexual relationships, often 
with heterosexually identified 
women much older than herself. 
Her lovers were the chief inspira¬ 
tion for her poetry: “I loved them 
in the way that one loves at any 
age ... Obsessively, painfully, with 
wild exaltation, with guilt, 
with conflict ... I wrote 
poems to and about them. I 
put them into novels ... I 
knew their every gesture 
by heart. I stalked them 
like wild animals.” 

Sarton shared a 
home with just one 
companion in her 
life, Judith Matlack, a 
Simmons College 
professor 14 years her senior 
whom she met in 1945. Matlack 
was not enthusiastic about sex and 
their relationship lacked passion. 
“I could never feel for a woman 
what I would feel with a man 
physically,” she warned Sarton 
early on. Nevertheless, Sarton 
considered them “truly married 
for 15 years”; they lived together 
in Matlack’s Cambridge home and 
remained close even after Sarton 
moved away. 

While she claimed to desire 
continuity and permanence, Sar¬ 
ton was unable to resist taking 
new lovers. In 1948, she again vis¬ 
ited Paris, where she finally con¬ 
summated her relationship with 
Juliette Huxley. When Sarton 
threatened to reveal the affair to 
Julian, Juliette'ended it. During a 
subsequent trip, she had a fling 
with a close friend of her mother 
in Switzerland. In 1955, Sarton 
began a tempestuous multi-year 
liaison with Harvard anthropolo¬ 
gist Cora Dubois. “It was a pas¬ 
sionate relationship,” Sarton later 
recalled, “but we fought like tigers, 
poetry against science.” 

At age 53, Sarton came out as a 
lesbian with the publication of her 
novel, Mrs. Stevens Hears the Mer¬ 
maids Singing. In it, a famous el¬ 
derly lesbian poet - modeled after 
Sarton - tells two interviewers 
about her past relationships and

her life as an independent woman 
artist. The book was ahead of its 
time, and Sarton lost friendships 
and employment opportunities 
due to its frankness. 

But Sarton’s best-known mem¬ 
oir, Journal of a Solitude (1973), 
garnered widespread praise. Al¬ 
though Sarton never received the 
critical acclaim she desired for her 
poetry, her journals and novels 
were embraced by feminists and 
lesbians - becoming a mainstay of 
women’s studies courses - and 
eventually brought her prosperity. 

In 1958, Sarton moved to the 
small town of Nelson, New 
Hampshire, where she devoted 
herself to her garden and her 
many pets. Although she sang the 
praises of solitude, she often sur¬ 
rounded herself with myriad 
friends and lovers, and found time 
to read hundreds of fan letters. In 
1971, she relocated to a rented 
house on the Maine coast, where 
she spent her remaining years. 

Sarton continued to fall in love 
with new women and also rekin¬ 
dled an old flame. After Julian 
Huxley died in 1975, she and Juli¬ 
ette resumed a devoted friendship, 
which continued until the latter’s 
death in 1994. “I have had many 
lovers, many friends,” Sarton said, 
“but none has so nourished the 
poet and the lover as she did.” 

Although she grew increasing¬ 
ly frail, Sarton continued to pro¬ 
duce new work and read her po¬ 
etry before standing-room-only 
audiences when she was in her 70s 
and 80s. Her 1989 novel, The Edu¬ 
cation of Harriet Hatfield, tells the 
tale of a 60-year-old woman who 
faces homophobic violence when 
she opens a woman’s bookstore 
near Boston. Sarton’s later jour¬ 
nals recount her recovery from 
breast cancer and a temporarily 
disabling stroke, which left her 
unable to write or type and forced 
her to dictate her final books. Sar¬ 
ton’s last journal, At Eighty-two , 
was completed just months before 
her death from cancer in July 
1995. ▼

he spread of drug-resistant 
gonorrhea has led the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention to change its guide¬ 
lines for treating that infection in 
gay men but not in heterosexuals. 
The changes were announced 
during an April 29 telephone news 
conference and were published 
that same day in Morbidity and 
Mortality Weekly Report. 

Drugs in the fluoroquinolone 
family, such as Cipro, currently are 
the standard treatment. But mis¬ 
use has led to the emergence of 
drug-resistant strains of gonor¬ 
rhea. Now the CDC is recom¬ 
mending use of the injectable an¬ 
tibiotics ceftriaxone and cefixime 
to treat gay men. A pill form of the 
latter drug should be available 
soon. 

Gonorrhea is the second most 
commonly reported infectious 
disease in the U.S. More than 
350,000 cases were reported last 
year, with much of the data com¬ 
ing from public health clinics, and 
experts believe the total number 
of infections is at least 700,000. 

Many infections are never re¬ 
ported to public health officials. 
One reason is the stigma associat¬ 
ed with sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases. But perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly, there is no incentive for pri¬ 
vate physicians to take the time to 
do so. Nor is the information cap¬ 
tured in lab reports, because most 
physicians simply treat a sympto¬ 
matic infection rather than take 
the time and expense to send a 
culture to the lab and wait for the 
results. 

The CDC has tracked the de¬ 
velopment of drug-resistant gon¬ 
orrhea as it appeared in Asia and 
then spread eastward. It recom¬ 
mended switching from fluoro¬ 
quinolones to other drugs for all 
cases of gonorrhea in Hawaii in 
2000, and expanded that to Cali¬ 
fornia in 2002. 

Now it is recommending that 
all men who have sex with men 
(MSM) be treated with ceftriax¬ 
one and cefixime, regardless of 
where they live in the U.S. Drug 
resistance appears to be low 
enough among heterosexuals that 
the CDC is recommending no 
changes in treatment guidelines 
for that population at this time. 

Citing data from its surveil¬ 
lance in 30 cities, John Douglas, 
CDC’s director of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases, said, “The pro¬ 
portion of gonorrhea cases resis¬ 
tant to fluoroquinolones more 
than doubled, from 0.4 percent in 
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2002 to 0.9 percent in 2003.” It was 
most pronounced in MSM, in¬ 
creasing from 1.8 percent of cases 
in 2002 to 4.9 percent in 2003. A 5 
percent level of resistance general^ 
ly triggers a change in treatment 
guidelines. 

“The proportion of resistant 
gonorrhea was 12 times higher 
among MSM than among hetero¬ 
sexual men in 2003,” Douglas said. 
The key messages for doctors are 
to ask men who they are having 
sex with, and remember, “travel 
histories matter.” Physicians also 
should be alert to the possibility of 
treatment failure as signaling the 
presence of drug-resistant gonor¬ 
rhea, he added. 

Dr. Kenneth Mayer, with Fen¬ 
way Community Health, which 
serves the GLBT population in 
Boston, said last year that 11 per¬ 
cent of the gonorrhea in gay men 
in Massachusetts was drug-resis¬ 
tant. It was “nearly six times high¬ 
er among MSM than among het¬ 
erosexual men,” he said. 

Fenway saw 24 cases of resis¬ 
tant gonorrhea last year; this year 
the total is already up to 10. 

In San Francisco health offi¬ 
cials estimate about 20 percent of 
gonorrhea cases in MSM are 
drug-resistant. The STD is also on 
the rise this year, jumping to 545 
cases in the first three months of 
2004 compared to 432 during the 
same period in 2003. Male rectal 
gonorrhea also climbed from 73 
cases during the first three months 
of 2003 to 112 in 2004. 

Data from New York City 
showed that 12.5 percent of the 
reported cases of gonorrhea in 
MSM were drug resistant, eight 
times higher than for heterosexu¬ 
als in the city. 

Douglas’s “best hunch” expla¬ 
nation of why drug-resistant gon¬ 
orrhea is higher in gay men is that 
they tend to travel more and have 


sex in parts of the world where 
drug resistance first emerged. 
They then return with a drug-re¬ 
sistant “souvenir” of that journey. 

He pointed out that the drip 
and pain of urethral gonorrhea 
draws attention and treatment. 
But “anal-rectal infection is less 
likely to become symptomatic and 
be detected,” and thus treated. 
That offers “a longer carriage of 
infection” and a longer opportu¬ 
nity to transmit it to partners. 

Mayer added that there might 
be a cohort effect. “Once resistant 
gonorrhea is introduced into the 
gay community, people tend to 
have partners within that subset of 
individuals and that-allows, for 
amplification” of the infection, he 
said. 

“Despite the CDC guidelines, 
many physicians out in the com¬ 
munity continue to use 
quinolones because they are cheap 
and easy to administer,” Mayer 
said. 

Douglas said that switching 
from a pill to an injectable thera¬ 
py creates “a barrier to adminis¬ 
tering treatment” because some 
physicians do not stock the drug. 
Some patients also resist injectable 
drugs. 

Mayer reminded people that 
CDC guidelines call for sexually 
active MSM to be screened for 
STDs at least twice a year. “More 
adherence to that on the part of 
providers might help curtail the 
epidemic.” T

Murphy thought he would have to 
leave town after going public, the 
community’s reaction has been 
largely supportive. Murphy re¬ 
vealed his plans after getting in¬ 
volved in a legislative fight against 
a proposed state law that would 
have banned civil unions and do¬ 
mestic partnerships. 

Where have all the flowers 
gone? Our community lost two 
true icons this past week: Gene 
“Bella” Boche, Empress II, passed 
away at her home in Palm Springs 
and Alan Selby, a giant in the 
leather community, died Sunday. 
There will be better weeks. ▼

At age 55 (his birthday is May 
27), the openly gay San Francisco 
resident is the magazine’s oldest 
coverman and centerfold in its 30- 
year history. 

“I understand that I am break¬ 
ing a glass ceiling of sorts, partic¬ 
ularly in the world of modeling,” 
noted Dinihanian. “Naturally, I 
am thrilled at Play girls decision to 
substantiate the appeal of men 
over 50 and am extremely flat¬ 
tered to be selected as representa¬ 
tive of this group.” 

In his first Bay Area interview, 
Dinihanian spoke with the Bay 
Area Reporter over iced tea at 
Samavor in the Castro on Mon¬ 
day, May 3 about becoming a sex 
symbol not only to gay men but 
straight women around the world. 

Being called a cover “boy” 
while in the prime of his life “feels 
great,” he said. “It feels great at any 
age.” 

While he had to play straight in 
answering the magazine’s ques¬ 
tions, Dinihanian doesn’t see it as 
being pushed back into the closet. 
The magazine sells fantasies to 
women, he said, and besides “if 
you take the questions away, it is 
really a magazine about men.” 

As for those answers, he said he 
really did slip into a bathtub filled 
with flowers with a woman - his 
best friend - and that his perfect 
date of lunch downtown, an after¬ 
noon at a museum, and a picnic 
dinner on his Potrero Hill loft 
floor is how his current boyfriend 
swept him off his feet. 

His straight male friends in 
their 40s have already asked him 
to forward on any messages he 
may receive from admiring female 
fans. And when asked about per¬ 
haps helping a man questioning 
his sexuality realize he may be gay, 
Dinihanian said “for someone 
who is questioning that would be 
a nice thing.” 

Openly gay Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty, who turned 49 this year, 
was taken aback when told Dini¬ 
hanian, whom he knows from the 
gym, was 55. 

“I thought he was like 45. I 
guess I am going back to ab class,” 
said Dufty. “Obviously, I am a 
drop out. He is gorgeous though, 
that is so cool. I am getting my 
own copy of Playgirl. It’s usually 
my guilty pleasure at Viking where 
I get my haircut. It takes me back 
to being 13.1 remember how ex¬ 
cited Playgirl used to make me.” 

The June issue has already 
begun arriving in mailboxes of 
subscribers, and Dinihanian said 
it should hit newsstands by May 
17. His appearance in the pages of 
the magazine comes just two years 
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after he began modeling profes¬ 
sionally. 

In January, local photographer 
Roger Nguyen asked Dinihanian 
to model for him. After seeing the 
photos of that shoot, Nguyen de¬ 
cided to send them in to Playgirl. 
A little less than a 
week later, the maga¬ 
zine’s editors called to 
say they wanted to 
publish the photos. 

In February, after 
seeing a second se¬ 
ries of photos, the 
editors called back 
saying they had 
picked Dinihanian 
as the June center¬ 
fold and coverboy. 

In a weird twist of 
fate, Nguyen h'ad 
created a mock 
cover of the maga¬ 
zine with Dinihan- 
ian’s photo last fall 
after he first pho¬ 
tographed the 
model, who is also 
an accomplished 
painter. 

Standing at 5 
feet 10 inches 
and weighing 
160 pounds, 

Dinihanian also 
sports close- 
cropped silver 
hair. (And for 
those who want 
to know, ac¬ 
cording to the 
magazine, he is 
seven inches.) Shy and quiet in de¬ 
meanor, his looks are most often 
likened to Richard Gere. 

State of mind 

And just as Gere caused a sen¬ 
sation with his nudity in the movie 
American Gigolo , Dinihanian un¬ 
derstands his appearance in Play¬ 
girl is likely to cause a stir in how 
Americans view beauty and aging. 

“My appearance in Playgirl 
puts me in a position to remind 
Americans that aging is not some¬ 
thing to fear or be ashamed of. 
Sexy is a state of mind and the elu¬ 
sive ‘fountain of youth’ that many 
people seek can actually be found 
inside each and every one of us - 
it is 60 percent mental and has 
everything to do with self-accep¬ 
tance and pride,” he said. 

Brian de Vries, a professor of 
gerontology and director of the 
gerontology department at San 
Francisco State University, agrees. 

“Hopefully, we are starting to 
change the face of what attraction 

is, from too purely based on youth 
to something more broadly de¬ 
fined. It’s about time that Baby 
Boomers are saying ‘we are here, 
we are middle-aged, get used to 

it, ”’ said de Vries, 47, who is also a 
gay man. 

The selection of Dinihanian 
not only reflects changing notions 
of beauty within the larger society, 
but could also be a harbinger that 
the youth obsession normally seen 
within gay male culture is also 
changing, said de Vries. A little less 
than half of Playgirh readership is 
said to be gay men. 

“Maybe as an out middle age 
gay man on the cover it not only 
is a lesson for mainstream hetero¬ 
sexual society but a lesson to mid¬ 
dle-aged gay society too. It is in¬ 
cluding age in the attraction equa¬ 
tion to better inform young gay 
people as well,” said de Vries. 

The magazine plays up the age 


factor on its cover, using the 
tagline “Lusting after older men: 
With age comes experience.” But 
Michael Sebastian, who has been 
dating Dinihanian for two years, 
doesn’t see his attraction to him as 
based on lust. 

“I certainly would not say 



that I personal¬ 
ly lust after older men. The age 
thing is irrelevant to me,” said Se¬ 
bastian, 36, a management and 
administrative consultant, in an e- 
mail reply. “I am in love with Rick 
for who he is, how he moves in the 
world, what his truth is, and how 
he attends to his truth. His age has 
nothing to do with it. I don’t see 
him as a 55-year-old man. I sim¬ 
ply see him as a timeless ageless 
being whom I love.” 

As for the notion experience 
comes with age, Sebastian said 
that can also be true for young 
people. And some older people 
have very little experience, he 
added. 

“Clearly experience comes 
from truly living life and not just 
being here for a given amount of 
time. We’ve all heard the cliches,” 
he said. 

Sebastian, who also models but 
has not released any nude photos 
as his partner has, said there is no 
jealousy on his part in having his 
partner be in Playgirl. In fact, he 
said it only reminds him of how 
much love he has for Rick. 

“When Rick first told me he 
was going to be the cover and cen¬ 
terfold of Playgirl, I started jump¬ 
ing up and down and shouting 
and screaming in joy over my cell 
phone to him while in line at a 
food buffet,” he said. “Of course, I 
have the real thing up close and 
personal, so I see something else 
in the photos. For me, they are the 
reminder of what I feel for Rick 
and from Rick.” 

For Dinihanian it is a culmina¬ 
tion (of sorts) of five years of hard 
work and determination to get his 
body into shape. As he turned 50 
he said he sported a potbelly, was 
overweight, and felt lethargic. 
Without going into details, he said 
personal and financial problems 
at the time had caused him to hit 
“rock bottom.” 


At the time, he recalled, “the 
only control I had was over my 
mind and my body, I certainly 
didn’t have control over my emo¬ 
tions or external realities,” he said. 
“I just woke up one morning and 
said this isn’t what I want.” 

To motivate himself, Dinihan¬ 
ian cut out a photo of the 
body he wanted 
from a magazine 
and affixed a 
picture of his 
face to it. Then 
he set out to get 
into , shape. At 
first, he rode a bi¬ 
cycle each morn¬ 
ing for 45 min¬ 
utes. Once he 
began to see a 
change in his 
physical appear¬ 
ance and mental 
attitude, he joined 
a gym. 

He shed 20 
pounds and toned 
up his body, turn¬ 
ing the potbelly into 
washboard abs. To 
keep his figure, he 
spends one hour five 
mornings a week at 
the Gold’s Gym on 
Brannan and watch¬ 
es what he eats. 

“My diet is mostly 
organic foods, fresh 
as possible. My meat 
sources are chicken 
and salmon,” he said. 
“I try to keep to my 
diet. If I am really 
craving something, I sometimes 
look at it and ask ‘Is this feeding 
my body?’ If the answer is no, I 
usually won’t eat it. Definitely 
being 50, my metabolism is very 
different from when I was 
younger, so it is harder.” 

When he was younger he says 
he had a lot of baby fat still. Al¬ 
ready dating guys in high school, 
Dinihanian said being from an 
ethnic Armenian family, there was 
always lots food around the house. 

“I wasn’t a ripped high school 
muscle boy by any means,” he 
said. 

Now his partner describes him 
as “the uninhibited playful child 
that most people keep locked 
within themselves and also the 
sexy stud we all want to get in bed 
with. Rick is the guy that loves us 
exactly as we are and gives us the 
impetus to choose to be even 
more for ourselves.” 

Even after he shed the weight 
and toned up in his 20s, and again 
in his 50s, Dinihanian said he 
never thought of himself as a 
“sexy, hot guy.” Clearly enjoying 
all the attention from his being in 
Playgirl, he said he doesn’t feel all 
that different. 

“Basically, I am still the same 
guy that I was six months ago,” he 
said. 

As for his posing for the maga¬ 
zine, he hopes it shows other men 
that no matter at what age, they 
can achieve their fitness goals. 

“I would love it if other people 
felt empowered because I am 
there,” he said. 

As for the notion of being over 
the hill, he said as he has matured, 
he has come to learn it is solely a 
state of mind. 

“No matter what shape you 
are, how old you are, you are not 
over the hill,” he said. “Maybe you 
are at the top of it. Hopefully, the 
view is better.” ▼

Do not take Reyataz if you are taking the following medicines: ergot medi¬ 
cines, Versed®, Halcion', Orap* Propulsid 8 , Camptosar®, Vascor®, Crixivan , Mevacor* 
Zocor®, rifampin, St.John's wort, AcipHex®, Nexium®, Prevacid* Prilosec®or Protonix®. 
Do not use Viagra* while you are taking Reyataz without first speaking with your 
healthcare provider. This list of medicines is not complete. Discuss all pre¬ 
scription and non-prescription medicines, vitamin and herbal supple¬ 
ments, or other health preparations you are taking or plan to take with 
your healthcare provider. 

Tell your healthcare provider right away if you have any side effects or conditions, 
including the following: 

• A change in the way your heart beats may occur and could be a symptom of a 
heart problem. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar may occur in patients taking protease inhibitor 
medicines like Reyataz. 

• Yellowing of the skin and/or eyes may occur due to increases in bilirubin levels 
in the blood (bilirubin is made by the liver). 

• If you have liver disease, including hepatitis B or C, your liver disease may get 
worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like Reyataz. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding problems with pro¬ 
tease inhibitor medicines like Reyataz. 

• Constant nausea, vomiting, unusual or unexpected stomach discomfort, 
tiredness, trouble breathing, and weakness in the arms and legs may be 

signs of a severe buildup of lactic acid in the blood (lactic acidosis), which can cause 
death. These events have been reported in patients taking Reyataz with other anti- 
HIV medicines called nucleoside analogs. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking anti-HIV medicines. 
The cause and long-term effects are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of Reyataz taken with other anti-HIV medicines include: 
nausea, headache, rash, stomach pain, vomiting, diarrhea, depression, fever, 
increased cough, dizziness, trouble sleeping, pain, tiredness, back pain, numbness, 
tingling or burning of hands or feet, and joint pain. 

You should take Reyataz once daily with food (a meal or snack).

(generic name = atazanavir sulfate) 

Capsules 

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken 
with REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate). Read the section "What 
important information should I know about taking REYATAZ with 
other medicines?" 

Read the Patient Information that comes with REYATAZ before you 
start using it and each time you get a refill. There may be new 
information. This leaflet provides a summary about REYATAZ and 
does not include everything there is to know about your medicine. 
This information does not take the place of talking with your 
healthcare provider about your medical condition or treatment. 

What is REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ is a prescription medicine used with other anti-HIV 
medicines to treat people who are infected with the human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV). HIV is the virus that causes acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). REYATAZ is a type of anti-HIV 
medicine called a protease inhibitor. HIV infection destroys CD4 (1) 
cells, which are important to the immune system. The immune 
system helps fight infection. After a large number of T cells are 
destroyed, AIDS develops. REYATAZ helps to block HIV protease, an 
enzyme that is needed for the HIV virus to multiply. REYATAZ may 
lower the amount of HIV in your blood, help your body keep its 
supply of CD4 (T) cells, and reduce the risk of death and illness 
associated with HIV. 

Does REYATAZ cure HIV or AIDS? 

REYATAZ does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At present there 
is no cure for HIV infection. People taking REYATAZ may still get 
opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Opportunistic infections are infections that develop 
because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions 
are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium 
complex (MAC) infections. It is very important that you see your 
healthcare provider regularly while taking REYATAZ. 

REYATAZ does not lower your chance of passing HIV to 
other people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or 
being exposed to your blood. For your health and the health of 
others, it is important to always practice safer sex by using a latex 
or polyurethane condom or other barrier to lower the chance of 
sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. Never use 
or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take REYATAZ? 

Do not take REYATAZ If you: 

• are taking certain medicines. (See "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?") 
Serious life-threatening side effects or death may happen. 
Before you take REYATAZ, tell your healthcare provider about 
all medicines you are taking or planning to take. These include 
other prescription and nonprescription medicines, vitamins, 
and herbal supplements. 

• are allergic to REYATAZ or to any of its ingredients. The 

active ingredient is atazanavir sulfate. See the end of this 
leaflet for a complete list of ingredients in REYATAZ. Tell your 
healthcare provider if you think you have had an allergic 
reaction to any of these ingredients. 

What should I tell my healthcare provider before I take 
REYATAZ? 

Tell your healthcare provider: 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is 

not known if REYATAZ can harm your unborn baby. Pregnant 
women have experienced serious side effects when taking 
REYATAZ with other HIV medicines called nucleoside 
analogues. You and your healthcare provider will need to 
decide if REYATAZ is right for you. If you use REYATAZ while you 
are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about the 
Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry. 

• If you are breast-feeding. You should not breast-feed if you 
are HIV-positive because of the chance of passing HIV to your 
baby. Also, it is not known if REYATAZ can pass into your breast 
milk and if it can harm your baby. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your healthcare provider about the 
best way to feed your baby. 

• If you have liver problems or are infected with the hepatitis 

B or C virus. See "What are the possible side effects of 
REYATAZ?" 

• If you have diabetes. See "What are the possible side effects 
of REYATAZ?" 

• If you have hemophilia. See "What are the possible side 
effects of REYATAZ?" 

• About all the medicines you take including prescription and 
nonprescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 
Keep a list of your medicines witthyou to show your healthcare 
provider. For more information, see "What important information 
should I know about taking REYATAZ with other medicines?" 
and "Who should not take REYATAZ?" Some medicines can 
cause serious side effects if you also take REYATAZ. 

How should I take REYATAZ? 

• Take REYATAZ once every day exactly as instructed by 
your healthcare provider. Your healthcare provider will 
prescribe the amount of REYATAZ that is right for you. Your 
dose will depend on your liver function and on the other anti- 
HIV medicines that you are taking. REYATAZ is always used 
with other anti-HIV medicines. If you are taking REYATAZ and 
Sustiva* (efavirenz), you should also be taking Norvir* 
(ritonavir). 


• Always take REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate) with food 

(a meal or snack) to help it work better. Swallow the capsules 
whole. Do not open the capsules. Try to take REYATAZ at the 
same time each day. 

• If you are taking antacids or Videx® (didanosine) 
Chewable/Dispersible Buffered Tablets, take REYATAZ 
2 hours before or 1 hour after these medicines. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking REYATAZ without 
first talking with your healthcare provider. It is important to 
stay under a healthcare provider’s care while taking REYATAZ. 

• When your supply of REYATAZ starts to run low, get more 
from your healthcare provider or pharmacy. It is important not 
to run out of REYATAZ. The amount of HIV in your blood may 
increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. 

• If you miss a dose of REYATAZ, take it as soon as possible 
and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If, 
however, it is within 6 hours of your next dose, do not take the 
missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. 
Do not double the next dose. It is important that you do 
not miss any doses of REYATAZ or your other anti-HIV 
medicines. 

• If you take more than the prescribed dose of REYATAZ, call 
your healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

Can children take REYATAZ? 

REYATAZ has not been fully studied in children under 16 years of 
age. REYATAZ is not recommended for use in babies under the age 
of 3 months. 

What are the possible side effects of REYATAZ? 

The following list of side effects is not complete. Report any new 
or continuing symptoms to your healthcare provider. If you have 
questions about side effects, ask your healthcare provider. Your 
healthcare provider may be able to help you manage these side 
effects. 

REYATAZ can cause the following side effects: 

• yellowing of the skin or eyes. These effects may be due to 
increases in bilirubin levels in the blood (bilirubin is made by 
the liver). Call your healthcare provider if your skin or the white 
part of your eyes turn yellow. Although these effects may not 
be damaging to your liver, skin, or eyes, it is important to tell 
your healthcare provider promptly if they occur. 

• a change in the way your heart beats (heart rhythm 
change). Call your healthcare provider right away if you get 
dizzy or lightheaded. These could be symptoms of a heart 
problem. 

• diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) sometimes 
happen in patients taking protease inhibitor medicines like 
REYATAZ. Some patients had diabetes before taking protease 
inhibitors while others did not. Some patients may need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. 

• if you have liver disease including hepatitis B or C, your liver 
disease may get worse when you take anti-HIV medicines like 
REYATAZ. 

• some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding 
problems with protease inhibitors like REYATAZ. 

• a serious condition called lactic acidosis syndrome 
(a severe buildup of an acid in the blood that sometimes causes 
death). Some people who have taken REYATAZ with anti-HIV 
medicines called nucleoside analogues have developed lactic 
acidosis syndrome. Lactic acidosis syndrome has happened 
more in people who are female or obese (very overweight). 
Lactic acidosis syndrome is a medical emergency and must be 
treated in the hospital. Call your healthcare provider right 
away and do not continue to take REYATAZ and your other 
anti-HIV medicines unless instructed to by your healthcare 
provider if you get any of the following signs of lactic 
acidosis syndrome: 

• You have persistent nausea, vomiting, or unusual or unex¬ 
pected stomach discomfort, 

• You feel very weak and tired, 

• You have trouble breathing, 

• You have weakness, especially in your arms and legs. 

, • changes in body fat. These changes may include an 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo 
hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, 
arms, and face may also happen. The cause and long-term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
Other common side effects of REYATAZ taken with other anti-HIV 
medicines include nausea; headache; rash; stomach pain; vomit¬ 
ing; diarrhea; depression; fever; increased cough; dizziness; trou¬ 
ble sleeping; pain; tiredness; back pain; numbness, tingling, or 
burning of hands or feet; and joint pain. 

What important information should I know about taking 
REYATAZ with other medicines*? 

Do not take REYATAZ if you take the following medicines (not 
all brands may be listed; tell your healthcare provider about 
all the medicines you take). REYATAZ may cause serious, 
life-threatening side effects or death when used with these 
medicines. 

• Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, 
and methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, 
D.H.E. 45®, ergotrate maleate, Methergine®, and others (used 
for migraine headaches). 

• Halcion* (triazolam, used for insomnia). 

• Versed® (midazolam, used for sedation). 

• Orap* (pimozide, used for Tourette’s disorder). 

• Propulsid* (cisapride, used for certain stomach problems). 

Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ because of 
possible serious side effects: 

• Camptosar* (irinotecan, used for cancer). 

• Vascor* (bepridil, used for high blood pressure). 

• Crixivan® (indinavir, used for HIV infection). Both REYATAZ and 
Crixivan sometimes cause increased levels of bilirubin in the 
blood. 

• Cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor* (lovastatin) or 
Zocor* (simvastatin). 


Do not take the following medicines with REYATAZ 
(atazanavir sulfate) because they may lower the amount of 
REYATAZ in your blood. This may lead to an increased HIV viral 
load. Resistance to REYATAZ or cross-resistance to other HIV 
medicines may develop: 

• Rifampin (also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater*, or 
Rifamate®, used for tuberculosis). 

• St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum ), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s 
wort. 

• “Proton-pump inhibitors” used for indigestion, heartburn, or 
ulcers such as AcipHex* (rabeprazole), Nexium* (esomeprazole), 
Prevacid* (lansoprazole), Prilosec® (omeprazole), or Protonix® 
(pantoprazole). 

The following medicines may require your healthcare 
provider to monitor your therapy more closely: 

• Viagra* (sildenafil). REYATAZ may increase the chances of 
serious side effects that can happen with Viagra. Do not use 
Viagra while you are taking REYATAZ (atazanavir sulfate), 
unless your healthcare provider tells you it is okay. 

• Lipitor* (atorvastatin). There is an increased chance of serious 
side effects if you take REYATAZ with this cholesterol-lowering 
medicine. 

• Medicines for abnormal heart rhythm. Cordarone* 

(amiodarone), lidocaine, quinidine (also known as 
Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others). 

• Coumadin* (warfarin). 

• Tricyclic antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), 
Norpramin® (desipramine), Sinequan* (doxepin), Surmontil® 
(trimipramine), Tofranil* (imipramine), or Vivactil* 

(protriptyline). 

• Medicines to prevent organ transplant rejection: 

Sandimmune® or Neoral® (cyclosporine), Rapamune* 

(sirolimus), or Prograf* (tacrolimus). 

The following medicines may require a change in the dose or 
dose schedule of either REYATAZ or the other medicine: 

• Sustiva* (efavirenz). 

• Fortovase*, Invirase* (saquinavir). 

• Norvir* (ritonavir). 

• Mycobutin* (rifabutin). 

• Calcium channel blockers such as Cardizem® or Tiazac*’ 
(diltiazem), Covera-HS* or Isoptin SR* (verapamil) and others. 

• Biaxin* (clarithromycin). 

• oral contraceptives ("the pill"). 

• Videx* (didanosine) or antacids. 

• Medicines for indigestion, heartburn, or ulcers such as Axid* 
(nizatidine), Pepcid AC* (famotidine), Tagamet® (cimetidine), or 
Zantac* (ranitidine). 

Remember 

1. Know all the medicines you take. 

2. Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines 
you take. 

3. Do not start a new medicine without talking to your 
healthcare provider. 

How should I store REYATAZ? 

• Store REYATAZ Capsules at room temperature, 59° to 86° F 
(15° to 30° C). Do not store this medicine in a damp place such 
as a bathroom medicine cabinet or near the kitchen sink. 

• Keep your medicine in a tightly closed container. 

• Throw away REYATAZ when it is outdated or no longer needed 
by flushing it down the toilet or pouring it down the sink. 

General information about REYATAZ 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not 
use REYATAZ for another condition. Do not give REYATAZ to other 
people, even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may 
harm them. Keep REYATAZ and all medicines out of the reach 
of children and pets. 

This summary does not include everything there is to know about 
REYATAZ. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that 
are not mentioned in patient information leaflets. Remember, no 
written summary can replace careful discussion with your 
healthcare provider. If you would like more information, talk with 
your healthcare provider or you can call 1-800-426-7644.

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In taking a stand for marriage 
equality, the two straight, white 
men turned the world’s attention 
from the more volatile social is¬ 
sues of gay marriage to the fami¬ 
lies and people impacted by the 
nation’s discriminatory, antigay 
policies.

San Francisco City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera and his staff will 
defend Newsom and the city’s po¬ 
sition in support of gay marriage 
before the state Supreme Court 
May 25. West will be in a New 
York court Monday, May 17 fight¬ 
ing a restraining order sought by 
the local district attorney. A court 
date has yet to be set for the crim¬ 
inal charges. 

He said the irony of being in 
court the same day officials in 
Massachusetts will begin to legal¬ 
ly wed gay and lesbian couples has 
not gone unnoticed, but he thinks 
“it’s just an accident.” 

Cosmic connection 

Molly McKay, associate execu¬ 
tive director of Equality Califor¬ 
nia, said she sees a cosmic connec¬ 
tion to that May 17 date for both 
the New England nuptials and 
West’s court appearance. 

“It is also 50 years to the day of 
Brown v. the Board of Education, 
where the nation learned that sep¬ 
arate but equal is inherently un¬ 
equal. And we believe that the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court picked that date on purpose 
to remind the nation why civil 
unions are inadequate,” said 
McKay, who is also a co-executive 
director of Marriage Equality Cal¬ 
ifornia. “I hope we don’t have to 
learn that lesson twice with mar¬ 
riage equality.” 

Making a similar case as New¬ 
som, West argues in his defense 
that the New York Constitution’s 
equal protection clause requires 
him not to discriminate. He also 


noted that, unlike California’s 
marriage codes, New York state 
does not define marriage as being 
between a man and a woman. 

“The laws are gender neutral,” 
said West, who remains confident 
he will be cleared of all charges 
against him. 

Seeing the images of happy 
couples exchanging vows inside 
San Francisco’s City Hall on 
Valentine’s Day weekend, West 
said, informed his decision to act. 

“In part it did, as well as Watch¬ 
ing Vermont move forward with 
civil unions a couple years back, 
the Massachusetts decision, and 
couples marrying in San Francis- 


took this past winter. 

“We would not have seen the 
movement we have seen if people 
didn’t stand up and push the 
issue,” said West. “Organizations 
for years have been trying to get 
this through legislatures and seen 
nothing but defense of marriage 
acts passed. It does take dramatic 
actions.” 

By joining with Newsom in 
standing up for the gay communi¬ 
ty, West made New Paltz San 
Francisco’s sister city, said McKay. 

“It had a dramatic impact on 
furthering the movement and we 
applaud young, up-and-coming 
politicians acting with their con- 


inal charges for solemnizing 
same-sex marriages.” 

West will be looking to raise 
money for a new organization he 
is calling the Generation Project, 
whose aim is to help teach other 
communities how to join the fight 
for marriage equality “and do it in 
a professional way,” he said. 

After West was charged and or¬ 
dered to stop marrying gay cou¬ 
ples, several Unitarian ministers 
took his place in presiding over 
the ceremonies and also face 
criminal charges. The D.A. then 
pledged not to charge other min¬ 
isters, who continue to marry 
couples on Saturdays.

Since February, West estimated 
more than 100 couples have ex¬ 
changed vows. Currently the 
state’s Department of Public 
Health is refusing to give those 
couples marriage licenses. 

“They are not saying [the mar¬ 
riages] are illegal. They are saying 
you need to have a license in New 
York. The state public health de¬ 
partment decided on their own 
that same-sex couples shouldn’t 
have marriage licenses and refuses 
to hand them out,” explained 
West. 

His weekend trip to San Fran¬ 
cisco came about after he met 
Walnut Creek resident Peter 
Camejo, the Green Party candi¬ 
date for California governor in last 


year’s recall election and the 2002 
general election. West will be at¬ 
tending several events, including a 
public, forum, a cabaret show, and 
a Mother’s Day brunch put on by 
the local Green Party, both gay 
Democratic groups, the Outright 
Libertarians, and EQCA. 

“You need to speak and preach 
to the choir or else the choir gets 
depressed. You need to let people 
know in a personal way the issue 
of gay marriage is important out¬ 
side the Bay Area and San Francis¬ 
co,” said West of his visit. “There 
are small communities in upstate 
New York walking arm and arm 
with San Francisco and cities 
across this country to press for 
equal marriage rights.” Y

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Poet Thom Gunn dies at

horn Gunn, one of the finest 
poets of the 20th century, 
died at his home on Cole 
Street in San Francisco Sunday 
night, April 25. He was 74. 

His death was announced by 
Mike Kitay, his companion of 52 
years. Kitay told the San Francisco 
Chronicle that Mr. Gunn died in 
his sleep, possibly from a heart at¬ 
tack. 

Mr. Gunn was born in 
Gravesend, England in 1929. Both 
parents were journalists, and when 
he escaped the London Blitz to live 
in Hampshire he also escaped the 
standard canon when a teacher in¬ 
troduced him to a collection of 
various poets and styles edited by 
W.H. Auden. He attended Cam¬ 


bridge University where he met 
Kitay, and while acclaimed as the 
promising new Cambridge poet 
with the publication of Fighting 
Terms , he chose to follow Kitay to 
the United States via a fellowship 
at Stanford University. After a stint 
teaching at Trinity University in 
San Antonio, close to the Air Force 
base where Kitay was stationed, 
and a year in London, he moved to 
the San Francisco area and began 
teaching at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Berkeley in 1958. Mr. Gunn 
was one of very few without a 
Ph.D. who was offered tenure but 
later gave it up because he loathed 
departmental meetings and want¬ 
ed the freedom to take LSD and at¬ 
tend rock concerts. 

In his first collection, Mr. 
Gunn did not reveal his sexuality. 

“I referred to the loved one, 
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who was usually Mike, as ‘you,’” 
Mr. Gunn once told writer James 
Campbell. “This was what Auden 
had done. People say, ‘Why didn’t 
you come out of the closet, pub¬ 
licly, sooner than you did?’ I 
would never have got to America, 
for one thing. And I would have 
probably not have had openly ho¬ 
mosexual poems published in 
magazines or books at that time, 
in 1954.” 

My Sad Captains established 
Mr. Gunn as a major poet in 
America. This pivotal collection is 
divided into two sections. The first 
half represents Mr. Gunn’s “old 
style,” which was metrical and ra¬ 
tional, and the second his “new 
style” which was, as he once said, 
“a little more humane.” 

His work has won accolades in 
England and America. He won a 
Lambda Literary Award as well as 
a Guggenheim fellowship in 1971 
and the MacArthur “Genius” fel¬ 
lowship in 1993. For The Man 
With Night Sweats, published in 
1992, he was given the Forward 
Prize (England’s most generous) 
and the Lenore Marshall/Nation 
Poetry Prize in America. Last year 
he was the recipient of the David 
Cohen British Literature Prize. 

Kitay was an ongoing inspira¬ 
tion for Gunn’s work. In “Tamer 
and Hawk” Mr. Gunn writes: 

Even in flight above 
I am no longer free: 

You seeled me with your love, 

I am blind to other birds - 
The habit of your words 
Has hooded me. ... 

... You but half civilize 
Taming me in this way, 

Though having only eyes 
For you l fear to lose, 

I look to keep, and choose 
Tamer as prey. ... 

Mr. Gunn was fluent in rhyme 
and non-rhyme, using rhyme 
schemes of his own devising as 
well as writing in free verse and 
syllabics. Labeled early on as a 
“Movement” poet and later as a 
“New Brutalist,” Mr. Gunn es¬ 
chewed labels, shaping his life and 
poetry on his own terms. 

When asked about writing 
poems specifically for gay men, he 
told this writer in a 2003 inter-

do an equality campaign.” 

The Ross-Stones have sched¬ 
uled speaking gigs at stops in¬ 
cluding Reno, Nevada; Salt Lake 
City, Utah; Fort Collins, Col¬ 
orado (home of GOP Represen¬ 
tative Marilyn Musgrave, author 
of the antigay Federal Marriage 
Amendment); Topeka, Kansas 
(home to the Reverend Fred 
Phelps); St Louis, Missouri;

“It wasn’t a subject that a lot of 
people wanted to talk about,” said 
Carrie, who added that this year, 
considering all the pending legis¬ 
lation and political focus on gay 
marriage, LGBT groups have no 



view, “I have but they are not very 
good poems. I have really always 
written to everybody who is inter¬ 
ested in the same way the straight 
man, writing about being straight, 
is writing for everybody including 
gay readers. So, I think I’ve lost a 
certain amount of gay readership 
that way, and probably straight 
readership, being gay.” 

In the interview, Mr. Gunn also 
described his process of coming 
out: “I didn’t come out in any real 
sense until what was quaintly 
called Gay Liberation was already 
going, and I can remember being 
in New York City [where] I stayed 
with friends who said, ‘you’ve re¬ 
ally got to come to the gay parade,’ 
so I did rather reluctantly. I’m a 
coward, you know. Not that I had 
anything to be afraid of. I remem¬ 
ber the extraordinary rush of 
adrenalin ... when we got out of 
Christopher Street, because it’s a 
gay enclave, and got into Sixth Av¬ 
enue to go uptown with all the 
crowds there. That was extraordi¬ 
nary. Fuck! I’m telling everyone 
I’m gay. 

“There was a wonderful mo¬ 
ment. I was walking with my 
leather friends, and I got a little 
ahead or a little behind to be 
among some of the other people 
in the parade. I saw this guy who 
looked like a bank clerk; he was 
from Hartford, Connecticut and I 
thought, ‘He’s one of us, too. We 
are all of us brothers.’ After that I 
was rather open about it.” 

San Francisco was a favorite 
subject of Mr. Gunn’s as were its 
people. In “Listening to Jefferson 
Airplane” he writes: 

The music comes and goes on 

the wind, 

Comes and goes on the brain. 

He wrote about the hippie cul¬ 
ture of the Haight Ashbury in 
meter. This about a young man in 
“Street Song”: 

My grass is not oregano. 

Some of it grew in Mexico. 

You cannot guess the weed I hold, 
Clara Green, Acapulco Gold, 
Panama Red, you name it, man, 
Best of the street since I began. 

Mr. Gunn chronicled the AIDS 
epidemic perhaps more powerful-

ly than any of his contemporaries. 
In addition to “The Man with 
Night Sweats” which is widely an¬ 
thologized, this passage from “The 
J Car” exemplifies his other 
poems: 

I walked him home through the 
suburban cool 

By dimming shape of church and 
Catholic school 

Only a few, white, teenagers about, 
After the four blocks he would be 
tired out. 

Td leave him to the feverish'sleep 
ahead, 

Myself to ride back through dark¬ 
ened yards instead 
Back to my health. Of course I sim- 
plify. 

Of course, it tears me still that he 
should die. 

As only an apprentice to his trade, 
The ultimate engagements not yet 
made. 

That collection prompted 
Stephen Spender to remark in the 
New York Review of Books that “It 
is as though A.E. Houseman were 
dealing with the subject matter of 
Howl, or Tennyson were on the 
side of the Lotus Eaters. In Gunn’s 
award-winning The Man with 
Night Sweats the collection’s sub¬ 
ject grows progressively darker, 
but it concludes on a hopeful 
note.” 

Thom Gunn is remembered by 
all who knew him as a generous 
man with a wry wit and an hon¬ 
orable presence. He is survived by 
Kitay; his younger brother Ander, 
a photographer; his aunt Cather¬ 
ine, who raised him after his 
mother’s suicide when he was 16; 
a niece; a nephew; and a grand¬ 
niece and grandnephew. ▼ 


choice but to tackle the issue. 
“Like it or not, the cat’s out of the 
bag,” said Carrie, who legally mar¬ 
ried Elisia in Canada last fall. The 
couple spends about four months 
a year in Ontario, when they aren’t 
“wintering” with their daughter 
and grandchild in Florida. And 
year-round, they run a Web site at 
www.rainbowlaw.com that teach¬ 
es LGBT couples about their 
rights and allows them to pur¬ 
chase document packages, includ¬ 
ing estate planning, power of at¬ 
torney, domestic partnership, and 
wills. The site also has informa¬ 
tion on gay-friendly ordinances 
and attorneys nationwide. Rain- 
bowlaw.org is not a law office, nor 
do the women practice law. Carrie 
has a law degree and more than 11 
years of experience in the area of 
LGBT relationship and estate 
planning. Elisia is a respiratory 
therapist, registered nurse, and 
paralegal. 

This year, the women have 
much more support for their ride, 
and activists and ordinary people 
across the heartland are anxiously 
awaiting their arrival. 

So, too, however, is the opposi¬ 
tion. Although details of specific 
protests are not known, Carrie 
told the B.A.R. that a recent radio 


interview from a Nevada-based 
station gave them a taste of what’s 
in store. 

“The radio host was laughing 
and saying he couldn’t envision 
two grandmothers having sex,” 
said Carrie. “As usual people were 
trying to make it all about sex. Ac¬ 
tually I think it turned out pretty 
bad for them.” 

Upon their arrival in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the Ross-Stones met with 
public officials, including Assem¬ 
blyman Mark Leno (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco). They toured the city, taking 
a particular liking to the Haight, 
and took part in the “Running to 
the Altar” 5K run sponsored by 
Marriage Equality California, an 
event that allowed the crowd to 
see them off as they began their 
ride. 

Until they reach Kansas, film¬ 
maker Keith Wilson, who is docu¬ 
menting the ride, will drive the 
couple’s RV, allowing both of the 
women to ride at the same time; 
the rest of the trip they will take 
turns driving and riding. The 
women’s office equipment and 
supplies necessitate the RV, they 
said. 

“We are excited,” said Carrie. 
“We do feel we can make a differ¬ 
ence.” ▼

shire, England. After serving in 
the Royal Navy from 1946 to 1948, 
he entered the clothing business. 
Combining his experience in the 
apparel industry with his growing 
interest in leather, Mr. Selby later 
opened his first retail shop in Lon¬ 
don,-which became the original 
Mr. S Leather store. 

Mr. Selby moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco in the early 1970s and 
opened a new Mr. S store on 7th 
Street near Folsom, in the heart of 
the South of Market leather dis¬ 
trict. He sold the business 10 years 
later after making it one of the 
most recognized brands in the 
leather community. Mr. Selby be¬ 
came a naturalized U.S. citizen in 
1999. 

As the AIDS epidemic deci¬ 
mated the gay and leather com¬ 
munities in the early 1980s, Mr. 
Selby embarked on a tireless mis¬ 
sion to raise funds for those in 
need. He joined the board of the 
AIDS Emergency Fund in 1982, a 
position he held for six years. In 
1983, he began volunteering on 
the AIDS ward at San Francisco 
General Hospital. 

That same year, Mr. Selby es¬ 
tablished the San Francisco 
Leather Daddy title - since held by 


21 community luminaries such as 
the late Philip Turner, founder of 
Daddy’s bar in the Castro - and 
the Leather Daddy’s Boy title. 

“Daddy Alan was a true daddy 
to all San Francisco,” said current 
Leather Daddy and former AEF 
president Peter Fiske. “He was 
someone we could all go to for 
help, someone who always lis¬ 
tened and tried to do the right 
thing. He never turned anyone 
away. I hope he will be remem¬ 
bered as everyone’s favorite 
daddy.” 

Mr. Selby also recognized the 
importance of preserving leather 
community history. He was a ded¬ 
icated supporter of the Chicago- 
based Leather Archives and Muse¬ 
um, which established the Selby 
Fund in his name. 

“There are few people who 
have had the kind of impact on the 
local leather community that Alan 
did,” said community historian 
Gayle Rubin. “I wonder if anyone 
could calculate how much money 
he raised for individuals with HIV 
and local AIDS service providers. 
The fundraising auctions he orga¬ 
nized had another effect, too. 
When people died, instead of their 
leathers, toys, and art work being 
dumped by horrified relatives, 
they were disseminated to those 
who could appreciate the objects 
and treasure the memory of their

policy, those services to be cut are 
listed in a particular order. The 
council, she said, expected those 
services at the bottom to be fund¬ 
ed last. 

Yet, she said, “That is not what 
Mitch Katz is proposing to do 
with the rollover dollars. Regard¬ 
less of how Mitch Katz suggests to 
use the rollover funds, it is up to 
the CARE council to decide on 
how to use the money.” 

Instead, Katz appears to have 
decided on his own which con¬ 
tracts to fund and which to end as 
of May 1 “that we already know 
will not survive the budget 
process,” as he states in his memo. 

Services already eliminated in¬ 
clude Shanti’s transportation pro¬ 
gram, costing $81,000 annually; 
dental services, costing $335,000; 
and outpatient substance abuse 
counseling at Walden House and 
New Leaf, costing $100,000. 

“That money helped to serve 
70 people a year,” said New Leaf 
Executive Director Joseph Neisen. 
“We are still working on our bud¬ 
get for next year so we don’t know 
yet what the impact will be on 
staffing.” 

As a result of the impasse over 
how to fund the programs, the 
health department seems unable 
to come up with any viable plan to 
head off the layoffs and service 
cuts at those agencies told their 
contracts would be extended to 
September 1.

With time running out to find 
a solution, executive directors of 
those agencies being defunded 
said they are amazed at the health 
department’s fumbling of the sit¬ 
uation as well as the CARE coun¬ 
cil’s vote against Katz’s plan. 

“I think it is important the De¬ 
partment of Public Health and 
planning council work closely to¬ 
gether. It appeared the vote went 
the way it did because the two 
groups, the council and DPH, 
hadn’t worked closely enough to¬ 
gether to ensure the rollover funds 
could be used in the way DPH 
wanted them to be used,” said 
Shanti Executive Director Hywel 
Sims, whose agency will end its 
transportation services May 14 
and hoped to receive $100,000 to 
keep its case management services 
available until the fall. 

“It is back in DPH’s court now. 
It is up to them to come up with the 
funds after that’s what they told the 
Board of Supervisors that’s what 
they were going to do,” said Sims. 

Bill Hirsh, executive director of 
the AIDS Legal Referral Panel, 
which lost 41 percent of its fund¬ 
ing due to the cuts, said after at¬ 
tending the finance committee 
meeting “it sounded like a done 
deal,” though he noted no one 
from the CARE council attended.

Hirsh said he expected to re¬ 
ceive about $40,000 for his agency, 
which would have avoided the 
need to lay off three staff members 
at the end of May. He said he did¬ 
n’t understand opposition to Katz’s 
plan because “part of the protocol 
has always been to use unspent 
CARE dollars to backfill any cuts to 
be made. This is totally in keeping 
with their stated priority.” 

Jim Illig, whom Mayor Gavin 
Newsom recently appointed to the 
Health Commission, was even 
more pointed in his criticism of 
the CARE council’s action. He 
said Katz had done the right thing 
and chalked up the council’s vote 
against the plan as nothing more 
than bruised egos. 

“To me people’s feelings were 
hurt because they were not talked 
to. Their focus should be on ser¬ 
vice and clients. If there is money 
the health department head can 
find to backfill some of these cuts, 
why wouldn’t they approve it?” 
asked Illig, director of government 
affairs at Project Open Hand. 

[Illig poted his agency’s con¬ 
tract under Ryan White to serve 
meals at Continuum ended April 
4 and is not in consideration for 
backfill money.] 

Even if the CARE council was 
not informed until its vote that 
evening, Illig said it should have 
voted in favor of Katz’s plan in 
order to save people’s jobs and 
client services.

Legislators have 
until the end of May to get bills 
off the floor of the Assembly, an 
increasingly unlikely outcome for 
the bill. 

“I’ve said from the start this is 
an uphill battle. If it does not hap¬ 
pen this year, I will be back in Jan¬ 
uary and move forward with the 
speaker’s full support,” Leno said.

they are lost forever. 

“I went to the Stonewall every 
weekend for the first six months 
of 1969,” said Fiske, who left New 
York for San Francisco just before 
the infamous riot in the early 
morning hours of June 28 that 
would change the course of queer 
history. “It was the most mar¬ 
velous place.” 

“I was 23, and that was the av¬ 
erage age of the crowd. There were 
always people of all races, drag 
queens, a few women, and even a 
few leather guys like me,” Fiske re¬ 
called. “I wonder how many of us 
are still around?” 

Even in the late 1960s, Fiske 
said, queers in New York City did 
not have the legal right to congre¬ 
gate in bars. “We were used to hav¬ 
ing our bars closed down every six 
months or every year. San Fran¬ 
cisco was considerably ahead be¬ 
cause people here fought back 
sooner. That’s one of the reasons I 
moved.”

Several events in the in San 
Francisco sparked a convergence 
of gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender bar patrons and activists 
that would lay the groundwork for 
the political clout queers in the 
city enjoy today. 

In 1961, the largest vice raid in 
city history took place at the Tay- 
Bush Inn in the Tenderloin, result¬ 
ing in nearly 100 arrests. On Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1965, police raided a New 
Year’s ball at the old California 
Hall sponsored by the Council on 
Religion and the Homosexual, 
shocking the group’s heterosexual 
ministers - including the Reverend 
Cecil Williams of Glide United 
Methodist Church - and spurring 
them to speak out against police 
harassment of gays. And in August 
1966, a fight broke out between 
the queens and hustlers who hung 
out at Compton’s Cafeteria at Turk 
and Taylor and the police who reg¬ 
ularly harassed them. 

Fiske invites veterans of 
Compton’s, the New Year’s dance, 
early members of the Tavern 
Guild or the Society for Individ¬ 


ual Rights, and others who helped 
make local history to participate 
in next month’s reunion, along 
with those who patronized the 
Stonewall Inn on June 28,1969 or 
at any other time during that era. 

“If you hung out there, you are 
a Stonewall veteran,” he said. In 
fact, “if you lived in San Francisco 
or New York in 1969 or before, we 
want you.” 

The first Stonewall 35 organi¬ 
zational meeting will take place 
this Saturday, May 8, from 1-4 
p.m. at the LGBT Community 
Center at 1800 Market Street. 

“Help us show that even in this 
day of fighting for same-sex mar¬ 
riage rights, Stonewall and the other 
events of that era are still as relevant 
now as they were at the start of our 
struggle,” Fiske urged. ▼

fying transgender people than the 
general population. 

Later, however, when asked why 
Paul Merel questioned Lida’s (as 
Araujo was known to the men) gen¬ 
der identity, he responded, “It was 
something in the way she moved. I 
don’t really know how to say it, but 
I know from working with them.” 

Serra asked many questions 
about Araujo’s sexual conduct 
while at the Merel house, asking if 
she hugged people, sat on their 
laps, kissed the men on the cheek, 
and wrapped her arms around 
people. Paul Merel responded af¬ 
firmatively and said that Araujo 
was affectionate with both men 
and women. 

Serra also questioned Paul 
Merel about his sexual encounter 
with Araujo. He said he was sleep¬ 
ing on the couch because his dad 
was sleeping in his bedroom. Paul 
Merel said he “woke up and she 
was giving me head.” 

The night of the murder, Paul 
Merel said he had gotten “very 
drunk” and at some point went 
into his room and fell asleep. He 
told the court he heard a lot of 
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“What is important here, 
process or outcome? The outcome 
was going to be maintaining ser¬ 
vices, even if for only a couple 
months. I think people focused too 
much on the process,” said Illig. 

Sallee responded to Illig’s 
charge, saying, “It was not a deci¬ 
sion based on bruised egos at all.

Paul Merel testified that he 
walked out of his room and saw 
Magidson, Nabors, and Jose Merel 
standing over Araujo. He said he 
heard someone say, “It’s a man.” 
And heard Jose Merel say, “I can’t be 
gay.” He said Jose Merel was crying. 

He then heard someone say the 
police were coming. At that point, 
he decided to get out of the house 
quickly because he was on parole 
for a felony, he testified. 

During cross-examination by 
Deputy District Attorney Chris 
Lamiero, Paul Merel was evasive 
and refused to answer questions 
directly. He couldn’t say how he 
knew who had sex with Araujo or 
what they each had done with her. 

“Is it safe to say you want your 
brother to walk out of this court¬ 
room an innocent man?” Lamiero 
asked. 

“I wanna see all of them go 
home,” Paul Merel answered. ▼

A celebrated French actor was asked on his 
deathbed which was harder, acting or 
dying? He replied, “Dying is easy; it’s com¬ 
edy that’s hard.” To which, in this theatrical 
era of excessive irony and lack of feeling, one might 
add: “And ambiguity is even harder.” 


Unless you are Mark Morris. The Seattle-born 
choreographer mounted an evening-length produc¬ 
tion of Sylvia for the San Francisco Ballet last week¬ 
end at the War Memorial Opera House. It is a musi¬ 
cal and theatrical triumph, but most of all it demon¬ 
strates that even with our contemporary cynical, 
tasteless and cruel attitudes toward theatre, it is pos¬ 
sible to create something beautiful, true and, yes, 
funny, out of a seemingly impossible source. 


Only if you have perfect pitch, however. And Mor¬ 
ris does. He takes a forgotten 19th-century score by a 
minor, academic composer. He stages the original li¬ 
bretto nearly straight. He makes fun of nothing, yet 
the whole two-and-a-half hours are informed with 
gentle humor and generous good will. Most of all, he 
blends the ambiguities inherent in restaging a 128- 
year-old mythological ballet so flawlessly that only

Inventing Race: Casta Painting and 18th-Century 
Mexico, through August 8, Los Angeles County 
Museum of Art 

T here are major retrospectives of 20th-cen¬ 
tury minimalism on both the East and 
West Coasts at the moment. LA’s Museum 
of Contemporary Art is presenting the tortuous¬ 
ly named exhibition A Minimal Future? Art as 
Object 1958-1968 through August 2, featuring the 
pristine and geometric creations of mid-century 
sculptors and painters like Donald Judd and 
Robert Ryman (moca.org). Manhattan’s Guggen¬ 
heim has turned its main galleries over to a sim¬ 


ilar enterprise, featuring permanent-collection 
works of pared-down types from the ’60s on¬ 
ward, including Carl Andre, Ad Reinhardt and 
Ellsworth Kelly.

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The real monster 

Uncut ' Godzilla' at the Castro Theater

o most American baby- 
boomers, Godzilla, King of 
1 the Monsters was a popular, 
tacky, badly dubbed Japanese hor¬ 
ror flick starring Raymond Burr 
that was released here in 1956. 
The film was symbolic of the 
decade’s prevalent belief that. 
“Made in Japan” meant cheap and 
shoddy. Half a century later, 
Japanese manufactured goods set 
a standard for quality. Similarly, 
viewers who see the fully restored, 
subtitled Godzilla (’54) during its 
May 7-20 run at the Castro will 
discover a serious, scary film 
about the horrors of the nuclear 
age. 

Three ships disappear in the 
same spot near Odo Island. A sur¬ 
vivor of one of the wrecks says 
they were destroyed by a monster 
from beneath the sea. An island 
elder recalls the legend of Godzil¬ 
la, a ferocious creature who lived 
off fish. When its normal food 
supply disappeared, it would 
emerge, devouring humans. Soon 
enough, the hungry Godzilla aris¬ 
es from the ocean, destroying the 
island, and eventually attacking 
Tokyo. 

Dr. Kyohei Yamane (Takashi 
Shimura) believes that recent hy¬ 
drogen bomb tests have disturbed 
the creature’s natural habitat, and 
perhaps altered its food supply. He 
thinks the Jurassic-era survivor 
should be studied, and fears it isn’t 
the only relic of a distant age liv¬ 
ing underwater. A young sea¬ 
going salvage expert, Ogata (the 
handsome Akira Takarada), wants 
to marry Dr. Yamane’s daughter 
Emiko (Momoko Kochi), but 
quarrels with her father over the 
need to kill the monster. This ar¬ 
gument seems academic, because 
no conventional weapons are able 
to stop the creature. But a strange 
scientist, Dr. Serizawa (Akihiko 
Hirata), confides in Emiko that his 
horrifying “Oxygen Destroyer” 
could kill Godzilla, but he refuses 
to use it for such a purpose — he 
hopes to refine and control it so 


that it can be a tool to improve the 
human condition. Eventually, he 
is compelled to change his mind. 

The film is amazingly sus¬ 
penseful. Director Ishiro Honda 
(who had worked with the great 
Akira Kurosawa) delays Godzilla’s 
appearance, building the audi¬ 
ence’s fear of what is coming. 
Ominous music by Akira Ifukube 
adds immeasurably to the tension, 
and may have influenced Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Psycho (’60) and 
Steven Spielberg’s Jaws (75). 

Monstrous America 

By current standards, the spe¬ 
cial effects, especially Godzilla, 
seem simple. Yet the miniaturized 
Tokyo that it destroys is quite re¬ 
alistic. More importantly, the film 
isn’t really about a pre-historic 
monster threatening humanity. 
Rather, it’s an allegory about the 
nuclear weapons race in which 


America, fearing Soviet Union ad¬ 
vances, focuses on developing ever 
more potent bombs, testing them 
in the South Pacific and the Neva¬ 
da desert, ready to use them as 
necessary. Humans, by abusing 
nature and raping the environ¬ 
ment, are the true threat. No na¬ 
tion understood this better than 
Japan. The issues it raises are still 
timely. 

The version released in the US 
cut almost a third of the original 
story, then spliced in all of Burr’s 
scenes — he isn’t in the Japanese 
movie. The gay actor, who had 
supporting roles in prestige films 
like A Place in the Sun (’51), The 
Blue Gardenia (’53) and Rear Win¬ 
dow (’54), survived the critical 
scorn heaped on Godzilla and 
would achieve tremendous suc¬ 
cess on television in two long- 
running series, Perry Mason and 
Ironsides. ▼

Health hazards ahead in 'Super Size Me'

t first glance, the lean and 
lanky filmmaker Morgan 
Spurlock, whose well-pro¬ 
portioned 185 lbs. barely fill out 
his 6 ft. 2 in. frame, doesn’t re¬ 
semble anybody’s idea of a junk- 
food junkie. In the opening 
scenes of Spurlock’s first-person 
documentary Super Size Me, the 
native Southerner takes a battery 
of physical exams, the results of 
which would probably qualify 
him as a candidate for an Army 
special-forces unit in Iraq. Ad¬ 
vised that his weight, heart and 
liver functions, body fat and cho- 


min 
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contains a daily pound of sugar), 
red-lined his once robust liver, 
caused his girlfriend to ponder 
whether their love life has gone on 
life support (“I think the saturat¬ 
ed fats are blocking the flow of 
blood to his penis”) and finally 
preempted this concerned offer 
from Mom: “If you need part of 
my liver, honey, you can have it.” 

Spurlock zeroes in on the cor¬ 
porations which make the nation’s 
school-lunch program a kind of 
boot camp for overeaters. His 
camera tours school cafeterias 
where entire menus include noth¬ 
ing that would sustain human life. 
Spurlock discovers one school for 
disturbed children in Wisconsin 
that bucks the trend and serves 
healthy food, with predictable 
changes in the behavior of these 
supposedly incorrigible kids. 

Scarfing down 

Fending off lawsuits, McDon¬ 
ald’s labels people who eat there 
once a week “heavy users,” imply¬ 
ing they should know better. One 
ex-heavy user, just before under-

the most clueless prune could ob¬ 
ject to Endymion’s absolutely bare 
butt in the apotheosis. 

Morris starts, as always, with 
the music. Leo Delibes is most fa¬ 
mous for his earlier ballet, Cop- 
pelia, a piece I’ve never liked. I 
didn’t understand why until Mor¬ 
ris pointed out that all the good 
tunes are in the first 20 minutes. 
Delibes can write an indelible 
tune — that famous British Air¬ 
ways commercial uses the “Viens, 
Mallika” duet from his opera, 
Lakme. Sylvia is loaded with 
caloric tunes and exciting, even 
Wagnerian moments, including a 
horn call that could have come 
straight from the second act of 
Siegfried, except Wagner’s opera 
was premiered two months after 
Sylvia. 

Diana devotee 

Sylvia, or the Nymph of Diana 
(Morris eschews the subtitle) was 
first performed in Paris in 1876 at 
the new Palais Gamier. The chore¬ 
ographer, Louis Merante, danced 
the role of Aminta, the shepherd 
who falls in love with the mytho¬ 
logical huntress, Sylvia. Because, 
as a devotee of the goddess Diana, 
Sylvia is supposed to remain 
chaste, she and Aminta are in a lot 
of trouble until Eros reminds the 
goddess that she, too, once se¬ 
duced a mortal (the bare-bot- 
tomed Endymion, appearing in a 
terrific musical denouement). 
There is a subplot involving a 
brutish hunter, Orion, who kid¬ 
naps Sylvia, but the worst that 
comes of it is that she teaches him 
to make wine. I have a feeling, be¬ 
cause it is so amusing, that this 
viniculture lesson is Morris’ in¬ 
vention. 

Invention is the operative 
word. Morris has become a mas¬ 
ter of staging. Once he gets the 
story moving, every gesture for¬ 
wards the plot. There is mime, but 
it is simply read and supremely 
logical. It’s a silly plot, but Morris 
doesn’t shrink from its silliness. 
When Sylvia teaches Orion’s gang 
to make wine, what could be ludi¬ 
crous or crude becomes both hu¬ 
morous and charming. Orion is 
not such a bad guy, either, he’s just 
in love, and he hasn’t a chance

lesterol levels are all excellent, 
Spurlock grins and confides to 
the camera, “Over the course of 
making this movie, I will eat 
nothing but McDonald’s 30 days 
straight, to see what happens to 
my body.” 

At the onset of his “Mac At¬ 
tack” diet, Spurlock is living the 
dream of every film-school 
wannabe: his own camera, a 
Lower Manhattan apartment, a 
vegan girlfriend who serves up a 
nutritious array of “rabbit food” 
every meal, and a loving mother 
back home in West Virginia. After 
a month of Big Macs, Egg Mc- 
Muffins and super-sized fries, 
Spurlock gained 25 lbs. (his diet

going gastric bypass surgery, re¬ 
calls how, at the height of his bad- 
diet days, he temporarily went 
blind. On Day 21 of his fast-food 
diet, Spurlock has his own wake- 
up call, sitting up in bed at 2 a.m. 
complaining that he can’t breathe. 
“By the end of the month, I will 
have eaten as much McDonald’s 
food as most nutritionists say you 
should eat in 8 years.” 

His Mac attack concludes in 
Texas, which boasts four or five of 
the nation’s fattest cities. Passing 
through the Lone Star state’s 
Golden Arches, the filmmaker’s 
waistline expands as he grows de¬ 


pressed and lethargic. It takes 
Spurlock a year to recover from 
the Mac Attack diet, with the help 
of his girlfriend’s vegan meals. 
Later, he resumes eating meat. 

Trying to kick a junk-food ad¬ 
diction? A trip to Super. Size Me 
(try sitting in the front row) 
should do the trick. Spurlock’s 
camera has a special filter that has 
the opposite effect of the famous 
McDonald’s French-fry lights. In 
Super Size Me, junk food actually 
appears gross and disgusting. ▼

with the nymph against Aminta. 

I saw two casts, very different 
and both fabulous. Opening night 
went to Yuan Yuan Tan (Sylvia) 
and Gonzalo Garcia (Aminta). 
Talk about type-casting for 
mythological characters. She is 
known for an endlessly pure line, 
deliquescent arms and her 
haughty demeanor. Morris mines 
that haughtiness for its sexy qual¬ 
ities. Orion is of so little conse¬ 
quence, you can almost hear the 
“As if!” And Garcia is so gorgeous 
in his tiny Greek tunic that shows 
off those powerful thighs that my 
companion whispered, “He’s pret¬ 
tier than she is!” They dance di¬ 
vinely together. 

The rest of the first cast was on 
this same exalted level, with Yuri 
Possokhov as the passionately 
clueless Orion, Muriel Maffre as a 
Diana who takes her hall-monitor 
duties seriously, and Jaime Garcia 
Castilla as the androgynous Eros 
(also disguised as a sorcerer and a 
pirate). The Saturday matinee cast 
was of more human dimension, 
with Pierre-Francois Vilanoba a 
clumsy Orion, Lorena Feijoo a 
more volatile Diana, and Garrett 
Anderson just as fizzy but less am¬ 
biguous than Castilla in the triple 
Eros role. 

The down-to-earth matinee 
lovers, Elizabeth Miner and Pascal 


Molat, couldn’t have made more 
of a contrast with the imperial 
opening cast. But that’s part of 
Morris’ genius, because this piece 
obviously allows for different in¬ 
terpretations. It’s not just all fun 
and games. Miner is a pretty 
blond, with lovely legs and easy 
balances. Molat has all the rough 
charm of a real shepherd and 
spectacular moves in the air. Mor¬ 
ris gives Aminta a solo variation in 
the third-act divertissement that 
brings down the house without 
overbalancing the other choreog¬ 
raphy. And the andante pas de 
deux is pure bliss, no matter who 
is dancing it. 

I’m running out of space and 
have not yet pointed out that the 
sets (by Allen Moyer, who did 
SFO’s Mother of Us All) and the 
costumes (by Morris regular Mar¬ 
tin Pakledinaz) are richly detailed, 
in sensational colors, both earthy 
and Day-Glo bright. The few stag¬ 
ing effects are delightfully artifi¬ 
cial, work like a charm, and don’t 
upstage the dancers. In the pit, 
Andrew Mogrelia proved his fa¬ 
miliarity with the score. If you 
were as taken by the music as I 
was, note that Mogrelia recorded 
it in 1995 with the Razumovsky 
Sinfonia for Naxos. That two-disc 
set is still available at a bargain

The Savalls are coming 


Bringing expert early music with them

Jpl arly music virtuoso and 
conductor Jordi Savall is 
largely responsible for the 
modern rebirth of the stringed 
viola da gamba. He is especially 
known for his performances of 
Marin Marais’ music in the 1992 
movie Tous les matins du monde, 
starring Gerard Depardieu. 

Born in 1941, Savall has found¬ 
ed three award-winning ensem¬ 
bles since 1974. The first, Hespe- 
rion XXI, features his wife and en¬ 
semble co-founder soprano 
Montserrat Figueras. Figueras is 
prized for the pure quality of her 
voice and the sincerity with which 
she negotiates the filigreed twists 
and turns of baroque music. The 
couple frequently tours the US 
with Hesperion XXI. 

Savall’s other ensembles in¬ 
clude La Capella Reial de Catalun¬ 
ya, a vocal and instrumental en¬ 
semble dedicated to performance 
of Hispanic and Mediterranean 
music; and Le Concert des Na¬ 
tions, dedicated to the presenta¬ 
tion of baroque music in the 
French manner. 

Irrepressible in his explo¬ 
rations of rarely performed early 
music, Savall .has over 80 discs to 
his credit. The latest two from the 
Alia Vox label confirm their place 
in the early-music pantheon. On 
one, the Concert of Nations give 
authentic, period-instrument per¬ 
formances of seven of Antonio Vi¬ 
valdi’s over 800 surviving compo¬ 
sitions. Distinguished by a palette 
of colors that can be fully appre¬ 
ciated only when played on the in¬ 
struments for which they were in¬ 
tended, Vivaldi’s spirited concer¬ 
tos for violin, viola da gamba, vio¬ 
loncello and diverse instruments 
are alternatively rousing and 
evocative. Savall’s musicianship is 
everywhere compelling, showing 
the imaginative shading that 
makes his mastery of the viola da 
gamba so prized. 

On Savall and Figueras’ other 
recent release, Hesperion XXI and* 
La Capella Reial join forces for 
Villancicos y Danzas Criollas 1550- 


1750. Savall calls the 
collection, a meeting 
of musical traditions 
of the Iberian Penin¬ 
sula and Ibero-Amer- 
ica,“an essential hymn 
to the unity between 
people. These [songs 
and dances] are 
hymns of life and spir¬ 
ituality, of love and 
joy, which bring us a 
little closer to the liv¬ 
ing history of the men 
and women of that 
now-distant New 
Worlds and make us 
long for a more just, 
humane world in har¬ 
mony.” 

Many of the collec¬ 
tion’s secular works 
summon forth the 
requisite gusto, but 
softer, more inward 
works such as Juan 
P6rez Bocanegra’s 
processional hymn 
“Hanacpachap cus- 
sicuinin,” sung in the Quechua 
language of Peru and the first ex¬ 
ample of polyphony printed in 
the Americas, display the con¬ 
summate refinement and grace 
for which these musicians are 
known. 

Figueras gives Juan Hidalgo’s 
spirited “Ay que me rio de amor ” 
(“Oh, how I laugh at love”) her all, 
but it’s in the more plaintive 
works that her voice truly shines. 

Family affair 

Hesperion XXI’s spring North 
American tour unites mother and 
father with their grown children, 
Arianna and Ferran. The Berkeley 
audience will be treated to a quin¬ 
tet that features Jordi, Montserrat, 
Arianna, Pedro Estevan, and 
multi-instrumentalist son Ferran. 
Jordi also offers solo viola da 
gamba recitals in several cities; 
only Berkeley’s is open to the gen¬ 
eral public. 

Soprano and harpist Arianna 
Savall’s maiden release Bella Terra 
whets the appetite for her visit. 
Her collection of 12 ancient and 
modern poems set to her own 


music is “born out of my hope for 
a world where there will be more 
light, love and mystery, a more 
open and Mediterranean world.” 
The texts speak of “living the pre¬ 
sent moment here and now, the 
tenderness and passion of love, 
the almost lost innocence of the 
child-adult, the strength and 
evocative power of the sea.” When 
sung by Savall, they take on a tran¬ 
scendent beauty that transports us 
to a place of emotional truth. 

Supported by her soulful harp 
and the instrumental mastery of 
three other musicians (including 
percussionist Estevan), Savall 
communicates a gentle longing 
that has won me over. With texts 
that include an anonymous 
Sephardic poem and an excerpt 
from the 1,000-year old Rubaiyat 
of Persian poet Omar Khayyam, 
this is an exquisite offering. 

Jordi Savall performs solo May 
12, while the entire Savall clan 
plus Pedro Estevan perform May 
14 in Berkeley’s First Cong.

Entre Amigos/Among Friends - 
Rosa Passos & Ron Carter 
(Chesky Records) 

B razilian vocalist and guitarist 
Rosa Passos made a huge 
impact on the American 
public when she appeared on one 
track of Yo-Yo Ma’s Grammy-win- 
ning crossover excursion into 
Brazilian music, Obrigado Brazil. 
Her cool, understated singing, 
with its soft intensity and soul- 
breathed edge, seemed perfect for 
the two tracks by Antonio Carlos 
Jobim on that disc. 

Passos is in fine company on 
Entre Amigos, joined by the superb 
bassist Ron Carter. With Lula per¬ 
forming the guitar solos, Palo 
Braga playing an assortment of 
percussion, and Billy Drewes on 
tenor sax and clarinet, we are treat¬ 
ed to musicianship of the highest 
order. The delicious reinterpreta¬ 
tion of Jobim 8c De Moraes’“Garo- 
ta de Ipanema” must be heard. 
Seven of the tracks are by 



Jobim. The music is consistently 
seductive, communicating the 
warmth of the Brazilian rainforest 
and the mystery of the country’s 
strong spiritualist tradition. 
Though lamentably lacking trans¬ 
lations, the Portuguese texts’ emo¬ 
tional essence, wedded to music 
sometimes cool yet warm to the 
touch, speaks louder than words. 

Namaste - Various (Real 
Music/Real Mystic) 

Real Music label President Ter¬ 
ence Yallop, who leads a 15- 
minute guided meditation on Na- 
mastis second disc, has done a su¬ 



perb job of assembling pieces that 
transmit New Age music’s most 
trancelike, devotional qualities. 
Two beautiful tracks are from 
Karunesh’s Zen Breakfast, two 
from discs by Buedi Siebert. 
“Prabhupada Padma” from Rasa 
in Concert features the vocals of 
Kim Waters. The music of Ben 
Leinbach, from his Living Yoga 
disc, is spiritual to the core. Add in 
Benjamin Iobst’s Singing Bowls of 
Tibet and other beautiful offerings 
from Devakant and Gary Malkin, 
and you’ve got a collection as suit¬ 
ed to dinner by candlelight as for 
contemplation, meditation, and 
just plain day-dreaming. ▼ 
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Revelations in recital 

Mezzo-sopranos score on new discs

he acknowledged glut of 
great mezzo-sopranos has 
been clearer onstage than on 
CD, for largely economic reasons. 
Still, two of the best — both al¬ 
ready known to Bay Area audi¬ 
ences, and one poised for her 
Opera debut — have issued 
deeply revealing CDs. The discs 
could hardly be more different, 
from singers who have little but 
artistic honesty in common. 

Magdalena Kozena, whose 
Dorabella in Cost fan tutte augurs 
to be one of the highlights of the 
fall season, has yet to do anything 
uninteresting in the studio. But 
nothing she has done to date com¬ 
pares with her new, titleless recital 
disc (DG). Five underexposed 
works (four of them bona fide 
rarities) by as many composers in 
as many languages, all dispatched 
with impeccable style and keen in¬ 
dividuality, come to startling life 
on this disc, accompanied 
throughout by pianist Malcolm 
Martineau (one of today’s signs 
that a singer has arrived) and, as 
called upon, by flutist Paul Ed- 
mund-Davies and violinist 
Christoph Henschel. The sheer 
relish with which Kozena tackles 
material and puts over these songs 
spares listeners what, from anoth¬ 
er artist, might be an Advertise¬ 
ment for Myself. Kozena is plainly 
too involved in the music to 
preen. 

CD by CD, the Czech mezzo 
has built on her enormous 
promise. Here is a singer now in 
possession of a voice with an im¬ 
mediately recognizable sound, an 
unsurpassed command of lan¬ 
guage, a sharply etched artistic 
profile that nevertheless can dis¬ 
appear inside a role and, that final 
sine qua non of a great singer, the 
ability to fuse note to word insep¬ 
arably. 

Her impeccable technique 
takes the additional trouble to be 
infinitely fluid and even personal. 
The die-stamp quality of vocal 
production that has homogenized 
most classical singing to new lev¬ 
els of reliability (perniciously cou-

pled with artistic homogeneity) is 
something that seems simply not 
to have occurred to this supreme¬ 
ly disciplined yet exuberantly free 
artist. 

One hears little of voice place¬ 
ment these days, but this disc is an 
object lesson in it. Kozena’s tone is 
as steady as any to be heard today. 
Yet it seems to be produced in 
parts of her cranium anatomists 
may have yet to identify. Some 
sounds seem to emerge from be¬ 
hind an eyeball, others to hang se¬ 
ductively off a lip. It’s sensual, 
physical singing of a kind one had 
almost forgotten existed. 

Ravel’s Chansons madecasse — 
the most familiar item on the disc! 
— targets the olfactory nerves and 
taste-buds as much as love of 
words in the service of some of 
the most sultry vocal music of the 
last century. Shostakovich’s Five 
Romances, Op. 109, cauterize 
when they don’t rip your heart out 
or spit in your eye. Kozena’s prob¬ 
ing accounts of Irwin Schulhoff’s 
gravely beautiful Drei Stimmungs- 
bilder could return them to the ac¬ 
tive repertoire. Speaking person¬ 
ally, my lifelong desire to hear in 
Ottorino Respighi’s music what 
esteemed colleagues have found in 
it was realized in Kozena’s raptur¬ 
ous account of “II tramonto ” 
(“The Sunset”). 

Bravely, Kozena saves for last 
Benjamin Britten’s 1947 A Charm 
of Lullabies, one of the few vocal 
works the gay composer did not 
write for his life partner, Peter 
Pears. The cycle’s rarity today 
probably owes to the difficulties of 


singing music of such bare, simple 
beauty. Kozena renders them as 
though they came with her moth¬ 
er’s milk, ending the disc with a 
rapt (if technically hazardous) 
“Nurse’s Song.” The unaccompa¬ 
nied serie of Lullabies with which 
it draws to its achingly beautiful 
close may be among the most 
beautiful sounds ever captured on 
disc. 



Baker’s dozing 

With a notably less alluring in¬ 
strument but comparable integri¬ 
ty, British mezzo Alice Coote, in 
her debut disc (EMI) with Julius 
Drake, dares as much while 
achieving marginally less. A par¬ 
ticipant in the recent concert cele¬ 
brating the 70th birthday of Janet 
Baker, she weighs in here with a 
disc of central Baker repertoire, all 
of it much recorded by Baker her¬ 
self. This does not always pay off. 

The four Mahler Wunderhorn 
Lieder that open the disc and the 
four Riickertlieder that end it are 
remarkable for their concentra¬ 
tion but are simply no match for 
Baker’s indelibly memorable per¬ 
formances. The Haydn cantata Ar- 
ianna a Naxos (Drake’s sugges¬ 
tion) still needs considerable sea¬ 
soning. 

What makes this a must-have 
is Coote’s Frauenliebe und -leben, 
which matches Baker’s two 
recordings of the Schumann cycle 
and intermittently surpasses 
them. Singers have been finding 
new riches in these once-spurned 
songs about domestic femininity. 
Coote leads the charge with an 
emotionally charged rendition of 
songs she says are just about 
“love.” ▼

But his personal bearing at readings 
and public events was down to 
earth, humane, and accessible. 
Among the themes of his poetry 
were men, sex, leather, drugs and 
transcendence. He also wrote and 
published prose and criticism, but 
it’s his poems, such as the beauti¬ 
fully crafted gay elegies collected in 
The Man With Night Sweats (1992), 
that will be his greatest legacy. 

Mason, Street 

No scoop here that Japanese 


cult classic Godzilla was dumbed 
down for American release, 
spliced in with none other than 
television’s timeless Perry 
Mason, Raymond Burr. Not only 
was Burr a closeted queen, so was 
William Hopper, who played 
Paul Drake. The only child of 
right-wing gossip queen Hedda 
Hopper, William left his wife and 
chillun to live with another man 
— much to Mother’s chagrin. 
These two stalwart bachelors, each 
supposedly in love with Della 
Street, were really as gay as a 
portfolio of parakeets! 

So here’s our theory, promised 
at the top, as to why time acceler¬ 
ates as one ages, and why it’s now 
time to speak of the Frameline 
fest when it seems like only yes¬ 
terday we were chewing over last 
year’s.

Yesterday’s baby 

The Cabaret Girl' fails the test of time

ven with commercial success 
|P in London and a score by 
I Jerome Kern, it has taken The 
Cabaret Girl 83 years to arrive on 
these shores. The belated American 
premiere is being provided by 42nd 
Street Moon, the troupe that stages 
concert versions of neglected mu¬ 
sicals of varying degrees of artistic 
interest and curiosity factors. 

Now having seen The Cabaret 
Girl on stage at the Eureka The¬ 
atre, any mystery about its non¬ 
move to Broadway in the early 
1920s is pretty much solved. Mu¬ 
sicals like this were so inter¬ 
changeable that Kern et al. were 
probably just as happy to turn out 
a new show as to find ways to 
restage current attractions like a 
quickly aging The Cabaret Girl. 

Still, the show had enough of 
the right ingredients to keep Lon¬ 
don audiences amused for 361 
performances, but often one can 
only infer what they might have 


been based on this low-wattage 
42nd Street Moon production. 

Of course, the book by George 
Grossmith and P.G. Wodehouse, 
as we know from other Moon 
shows of a similar vintage, is going 
to be filled with dopey jokes, like 
confusing the words “fugues” and 
“figs.” The plot follows a well- 
worn path about a young man 
who is risking his inheritance for 
the love of a lowly chorus girl. 

American performer Dorothy 
Dickson became a London star 
thanks to Cabaret Girl, but Moon 
veteran Susan Himes Powers, in a 
pleasantly ladylike performance, 
hardly suggests a struggling cho¬ 
rus girl who’d rather dump her 
bucolic beau than give up big-city 
life. Edward Staudenmayer plays 
the beau with a stalwart charm, 
and Michael Austin and Lisa 
Houston are comically effective as 
the snobbish son and mother who 
control his inheritance. Michael 
Patrick Gaffney and Craig Jessup 
add some polish to the proceed¬ 
ings with their impressions of 


bickering business partners. 

No lasting standards emerged 
from Kern’s score, though “Jour¬ 
ney’s End” is lovely, and “Dancing 
Time” is a catchy tune (at least 
partly because it is oft-repeated). 
Musical director Dave Dobrusky’s 
onstage piano work, usually the 
sole accompaniment in Moon 
productions, is nicely abetted by a 
violinist and a reed player. 

Making allowances for the 
changes in taste, it still seems as if 
director Greg MacKellan’s pro¬ 
duction is a muted expression of 
what surely once possessed con¬ 
siderable zest. The title character 
is one of the stars of a show-with- 
in-the show named The All-Night 
Cabaret. By the end of the third 
act, that is just about how this 
production is beginning to feel. ▼

‘Casta’ paintings 

M Arts cover 

Oil paintings in ornate, deeply 
carved and gilded wooden frames 
wait inside the entrance. The 
palette, too, is reassuring, reminis¬ 
cent of traditional Spanish mas¬ 
ters like Velazquez or Zurbaran. 
Soft Mexican guitar music wel¬ 
comes you to the exhibition, 
whose wall-text panels are fringed 
by lovely floral borders transposed 
from one of the 18th-century 
paintings on view there. The 
scenes are domestic interiors, with 
families of three at work or at play. 
Some show figurative groupings 
in Mexican landscapes, lushly sur¬ 


rounded by palm trees and foun¬ 
tains, strolling in the park and car¬ 
rying or holdings the hands of 
toddlers or babies. 

The quality of painting varies 
from the “folksy” to a highly re¬ 
fined sophistication. Miguel Cabr¬ 
era (1695-1768) exemplifies a re¬ 
fined style of portraiture un¬ 
known elsewhere in the New 
World. At the time (1763) that 
Cabrera created his superbly-ren¬ 
dered oil painting “De Espanol y 
Mulata, Morisco,” John Singleton 
Copley was still trying desperate¬ 
ly to find English mezzotints to 
imitate for his first Boston por¬ 
traits of North American 
colonists, and most landscape and 
portraiture north of the (eventu¬ 
al) border was of the distinctly 
two-dimensional “craft” variety. 
The LACMA show is, in fact, di¬ 
vided into two periods of “casta” 
painting, with 1750 as roughly the 
watershed moment between the 
less and more sophisticated 
works. 

Mix masters 

It is not the style, but the con¬ 
tent that surprises. The list of typ¬ 
ical “casta” painting begins with 
some safety: “From Spaniard and 
Indian, a Meztizo is born.” That’s a

familiar word, you think, and one 
still in uSe. Number four tells you 
that “From Spaniard and Black, a 
Mulatto is born.” That, too, rings 
a bell. On and on down the list the 
racial terms descend: “No. 8, From 
Indian and Black, a Wolf is Born.” 
“No. 9, From Indian and Meztizo, 
a Coyote is Born.” 

What could the purpose of 
such visual documents possibly 
have been? you wonder. Was it 
solely a device on behalf of Span¬ 
ish conquistadores to congratulate 
themselves about their whiteness 
(and implied superiority)? 

In fact, little is known about 
who commissioned the “casta” cy¬ 
cles. From the beginnings of colo¬ 
nization of Mexico by the Span¬ 
ish, the immigrants mixed with 
both native Indians and the 
Africans brought with them as 
slaves, leading to the sistema de 
castas, or caste system. As the cen¬ 
turies progressed, more ethnically 
diverse types appeared in all lay¬ 
ers of Mexican society. By the 18th 
century, artists, both European- 
born and Mexican-born, had 
evolved a system of standards 
whose goal was to explain to peo¬ 
ple back in Spain just what was 


going on in the New World. 

It was a skewed view of reality. 
LACMA curator Ilona Katzew 
notes, “This artificial way of cat¬ 
egorizing people was an attempt 
to control the reproduction of 
the colony, to safeguard the social 
position of Spaniards. The caste 
system was an attempt on the 
part of the Spanish elite to create 
a rigidly structured society, and 
to allocate power and prestige ac¬ 
cording to how people were per¬ 
ceived.” 

Art did not necessarily imitate 
life; dark-skinned Mexicans fre¬ 
quently rose to social and political 
prominence in this era, and the 
fairer Spaniards were not at all 
guaranteed higher status of living 
in any way. Hence the title Invent¬ 
ing Race, in terms of constructing 
an artifice, rather than presenting 
a pictorial version of reality. Espe¬ 
cially in a city as racially diverse as 
Los Angeles, the curators must 
have backed away from such 
wording as Inventing Racism, a so¬ 
cial reality whose sorry story is re¬ 
ally chronicled here. T

season finales and big TV events, 
like the NBC scarefest 10.5, which 
aired on Sunday and Monday, 
making most folks on the 
West Coast check to make 
sure they had ample 
supplies of water, 
non-perishables and 
Xanax. We do hope the 
Governator didn’t get 
any ideas when Kim 
Delaney’s character 
suggested using 
a nuclear blast 
to secure the 
faultlines in the 
wake of earthquake disaster. 

We had planned on discussing 
the quandary those of us with 
only one VCR will have tonight, as 
the two-hour series finale of 
Friends conflicts with the next-to- 
last episode of Survivor-All Stars. 

We wanted to delve into what 
it means that John Cleese and Tim 
Curry were able to have a full- 
mouth, obvious-tongue-involve¬ 
ment kiss on the season finale of 
Will & Grace last Thursday with¬ 
out any accompanying calls for 
the show to be pulled from Bible 
Belt markets. Our theory is that 
since the characters were defined 
as straight, were older and also 
British, it was somehow not the 


big drama that it was three sea¬ 
sons ago when Will and Jack 
kissed. 

We wanted to laud Frasier, the 
series finale of which airs next 
Tuesday, for all the years of smart 
hilarity the show has delivered, 
and laud it, too, for being the 
gayest show on TV long before 
W&G and all the queer cable ex¬ 
travaganzas hit the airwaves. 

We wanted to write about how 
NYPD Blue is still, after 
umpteen seasons, one 
of the best dramas 
not on cable, and how 
the last few episodes 
have been phenome¬ 
nal with their ethical 
and moral questions. 
This show 
never goes for 
the easy, pat

miliar to TV audiences. It contin¬ 
ues to take risks. Tune in Tuesday 
for the final episode of the season. 

ER, too, takes a lot of risks, and 
tonight’s episode (only three left 
in the season) continues Kerry’s 
quest to keep the child she and her 
recently deceased lover Sandy had 
together. Last Thursday, she con¬ 
sidered abducting him during her 
visitation, but changed her mind. 
Queer viewers know that doing 
the right thing doesn’t usually 
benefit queer parents, but it re¬ 
mains to be seen how the storyline 
will play out.

names and faces of the dead made 
Americans turn against the war? 

Koppel explained that when 
Life magazine did its cover story 
on the dead of Vietnam and de¬ 
voted most of the magazine to a 
photo array of the dead, it was 
1969, and sentiment in the US had 
already turned against the war. 
Koppel noted that Americans are 
often able to distance themselves 
from the dead of wars in which 
the US is engaged because we 
aren’t experiencing the war first¬ 
hand. 

Sinclair dinosaurs 

Conservative TV and radio 
icons Bill O’Reilly and Rush Lim- 
baugh were brutal in their excori¬ 
ation of ABC and Koppel, stop¬ 
ping just short of resorting to ref¬ 
erences to a Zionist conspiracy. 
Sinclair Broadcasting group, one 
of the nation’s largest, pulled the 
Nightline episode from its sta¬ 
tions, claiming that Koppel was 
trying to politicize the dead. (Re¬ 
member: all he did was read the 
names and show their pho¬ 
tographs. The most basic re¬ 
portage.) Sinclair’s move prompt¬ 
ed Sen. John McCain (R), a deco¬ 
rated Vietnam veteran who spent 
five years as a prisoner of war 
under horrific circumstances, to 
criticize Sinclair for its decision, 
calling it repugnant and an insult 
to the dead, who deserve to be 
honored for their service to their 
country. 

Absent from those lambasting 
the program: Families of the dead. 
The photos were provided either 
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viewer to think hard about why 
it’s wrong to deny queers equal 
rights. 

Babwa falters 

We also wanted to excoriate 
Barbara Walters for the April 30 
20/20, in which she did an adop¬ 
tion reality-show titled Be My 
Baby. The show followed a preg¬ 
nant 16-year-old, Jessica, as she 
chose which of five couples would 
“win” her baby. For the two weeks 
that ABC was promoting the 
show, late night’s Jimmy Kimmel 
was trashing it with various skits. 
It may have been the lowest point 
of Walters’ prestigious career. The 
show was manipulative and em¬ 
barrassing, and the disclaimers at 
the end about how this isn’t how 
most open adoptions work will 
not dissuade parents eager to 
adopt now that it can be done via 
Barbara Walters on TV. 

We were also going to mention 
some news, like the President 
choosing the worst word possible 
to describe his and Dick Cheney’s 
secretive meeting with the 9/11 
Commission. “I enjoyed it!” the 
President told reporters. Dis¬ 
cussing the events which led to 
thousands of deaths was somehow 
enjoyable? 

All of that was on our line-up. 
But then Nightline planned to air 
an episode titled The Fallen, and 
everything else that happened on 
TV really did just fade to black. 

The controversy began several 
days before the ABC decision to 
air the program with a premise 


most queers will be quite familiar 
with: Read the names of every sol¬ 
dier killed in Iraq since the US in¬ 
vaded in March 2003, and show 
their photographs. The episode 
was planned, said the show’s host 
and executive producer Ted Kop¬ 
pel, to pay homage to the (at the 
time of the April 30 show) 736 
men and women who had been 
killed in the war. 

Such a memorial, coming as it 
did the day after the opening of 
the Washington, DC memorial to 
the 16 million Americans who 
served in World War II and its 
400,000 casualties, seemed 
somber and fitting. This simple 
honoring of those soldiers — only 
the names and pictures, rio music, 
no commentary — hardly seemed 
provocative. But it generated a 
furor neither Koppel nor ABC 
could have imagined. Consider 
that since the war began, The 
News Hour with Jim Lehrer on PBS 
has run the photos of American 
dead in silence after each broad¬ 
cast. There has been no contro¬ 
versy, no comment from the Pres¬ 
ident or members of his cadre. 

The number of names seems 
small when compared to the 
400,000 of WW II, or the 58,000 
ensconced on the obsidian Viet¬ 
nam Memorial wall, or the 
250,000 from the Civil War. Yet 
these 721 names (all that were 
available by April 30) being read 
hit some kind of nerve in what has 
been the very limited American 
discourse over the war. Everybody 
got lobbing verbal mortars before 
the show had even aired. 

Good Morning America's Char¬ 
lie Gibson took Koppel to task in 
much the same way he’d hounded 
Sen. John Kerry at the beginning 
of the week about his Vietnam 
medals, getting into a semantic 
battle over the difference between 
ribbons and medals. Gibson kept 
after Koppel about his agenda: Is 
it not true, Gibson asserted as he 
grilled Koppel, that during the 
Vietnam War such attention to the

bisexual who left his wife and two 
children, lost his money, and 
worked as a valet/butler/majordo- 
mo for wealthy households. 

To get (re)acquainted with 
Mame, readers should grab the 
original novel and Around the 
World with Auntie Mame. Set in 
’37, the latter is narrated by her 
now-married nephew Patrick. The 
chapters in Paris and London are 
hilarious, as Mame (abetted by 
Vera) joins the Follies Bergere and 
seeks presentation at court. The 
next two episodes, skewering Aus¬ 
trian Nazis and Russian Commu¬ 
nists, are more predictable. (The 
latter was cut from the original 
edition.) Laughter returns when 
Mame and Patrick arrive in Beirut 
before sailing to America on the 
Lesbos, the least seaworthy vessel 
in history. Dennis’ prose is swift, 
witty, and assumes that readers are 
educated — laudable virtues. ▼ 


Carr engaged Jerome Lawrence 
and Robert E. Lee, authors of In¬ 
herit the Wind, to dramatize the 
book. After briefly considering 
Shirley Booth, they offered the 
lead to Rosalind Russell, who 
quickly accepted. Russell’s film ca¬ 
reer was waning, but she had re¬ 
cently triumphed on Broadway in 
Wonderful Town, the musical ver¬ 
sion of My Sister Eileen. Russell 
would later inaccurately claim she 
commissioned the play. 

The show opened in ’56 to 
great acclaim and big box-office. 
Although a minority investor in 
the play, Russell wanted to close it 
after 13 months, when she left to 
film it. The producers and writers 
refused. Greer Garson, whose 
movie career was also fading, took 
over, getting splendid notices and 
selling tickets, as did Beatrice Lil¬ 
lie, when she replaced Garson be¬ 
fore opening in London. Russell 
was furious when former film 
great Constance Bennett toured 
with “her” play and when Holly¬ 
wood veteran Eve Arden starred in 
the Los Angeles and San Francisco 
productions, to considerable 
praise. The vengeful star barred 
Lawrence and Lee from scripting 
the movie. The smash ’58 film re¬ 
vitalized Russell’s career, and she 
scored a Best Actress Oscar nomi¬ 
nation, losing to Susan Hayward 
in I Want To Live. 

In ’64, Jed Harris, Fryer and 
Carr signed Jerry Herman, fresh 
from Hello, Dolly!, to write the 
score for a musical, Mame, based 


on Lawrence and Lee’s adaptation. 
Herman played his songs for 
Mary Martin, the first choice for 
the lead. Martin, living in Brazil 
with her longtime lover, actress 
Janet Gaynor, and their respective 
husbands, declined — as she had 
My Fair Lady, a decade earlier. 

Ethel Merman and Gwen Ver- 
don demurred, fueling specula¬ 
tion about who would play the 
lady. Lauren Bacall, Dolores Gray, 
Lena Horne, and Barbara Cook 
were considered. Playwright 
Lawrence suggested Angela Lans- 
bury, who auditioned three times. 
Even so, it seemed popular movie 
and television star Ann Sothern 
would be Mame. Finally, the pro¬ 
ducers gambled on Lansbury. She 
had a huge success, winning a 
Tony, as did Beatrice Arthur for 
her memorable Vera Charles, “The 
First Lady of the American The¬ 
atre.” Ginger Rogers opened in 
London, to mixed notices. Judy 
Garland desperately wanted to re¬ 
place the touring Lansbury, but 
the producers feared her unrelia¬ 
bility and poor health. Instead, 
Janis Paige, then Jane Morgan suc¬ 
ceeded Lansbury. Tap-dancing dy¬ 
namo Ann Miller replaced Mor¬ 
gan, revitalizing the show. 

Ball bounces 

Warners purchased the film 
rights for Lucille Ball, but it 
flopped. Jordan concedes Ball was 
too old, but blames the public’s re¬ 
fusal to accept her as anyone but 
Lucy Ricardo, and the demise of 


the musical film genre, for the ’74 
failure. He’s wrong on both 
counts. In her post- I Love Lucy 
screen career, Ball had successes in 
The Facts of Life (’60) with Bob 
Hope as would-be suburban adul¬ 
terers, and Yours, Mine and Ours 
(’68), opposite Henry Fonda, 
about a widow and a widower, 
each with a houseful of children, 
who marry. Neither part resem¬ 
bled Lucy Ricardo. 

Bob Fosse’s Cabaret (’72) con¬ 
firmed the potency of movie mu¬ 
sicals. Ball was 30 years too old 
and couldn’t sing, a problem com¬ 
pounded by unimaginative direc¬ 
tion from Gene Saks, who had 
helmed the Broadway show. It 
needed Fosse to reinvent the ma¬ 
terial for the screen, and a star like 
Julie Andrews. Ball had complete 
control, however. She liked Saks, 
but vetoed Bette Davis for Vera 
and Rock Hudson for Beauregard 
Burnside, the man Mame marries. 
Bette Midler, Barbra Streisand, 
Goldie Hawn and Cher have con¬ 
sidered television versions of the 
musical, but none have material¬ 
ized. 

Some critics dismissed Mame 
as “a drag queen,” much as they 
derided Tennessee Williams’ hero¬ 
ines. Jordan doesn’t address this 
view, which says more about how 
independent women were viewed 
in the ’50s and ’60s than it does 
about Mame. He’s also silent 
about the sexual orientation of the 
men who made her a cultural 
icon. Dennis, for example (real

(fosamprenavir calcium) Tablets ___ 

Read the Patient Information that comes with LEXIVA before you start taking it and each time you get 
a refill. There may be new information. This information does not take-the place of talking with your 
healthcare provider about your medical condition or treatment. It is important to remain under a 
healthcare provider's care while taking LEXIVA. Do not change or stop treatment without first 
talking with your healthcare provider. Talk to your healthcare provider or pharmacist if you have any 
questions about LEXIVA. 


What is the most important information I should know about LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA can cause dangerous and life-threatening interactions if taken with certain other medicines. 
Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, including prescription and non-pre¬ 
scription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

■ Some medicines cannot be taken at all with LEXIVA. 

■ Some medicines will require dose changes if taken with LEXIVA. 

■ Some medicines will require close monitoring if you take them with LEXIVA. 

Know all the medicines you take, including prescription and non-prescription medicines, vitamins 
and herbal supplements. Keep a list of the medicines you take. Show this list to all your healthcare 
providers and pharmacists anytime you get a new medicine or refill. Your healthcare providers and phar¬ 
macists must know all the medicines you take. They will tell you if you can take other medicines with LEXIVA. 
Do not start any new medicines while you are taking LEXIVA without talking with your healthcare 
provider or pharmacist. You can ask your healthcare provider or pharmacist for a list of medicines that can 
interact with LEXIVA. 


What is LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA is a medicine you take by mouth to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome.) LEXIVA belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 
LEXIVA is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in combination therapy, LEXIVA may help 
lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, raise CD4+ (T) cell counts, and keep your immune system 
as healthy as possible, so it can help fight infection. However, LEXIVA does not work in all patients with HIV. 

LEXIVA does not: 

■ cure HIV infection or AIDS. We do not know if LEXIVA will help you live longer or have fewer of the med¬ 
ical problems (opportunistic infections) that people get with HIV or AIDS. Opportunistic infections are 
infections that develop because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. It is very important that 
you see your healthcare provider regularly while you are taking LEXIVA. The long-term effects of 
LEXIVA are not known. 

■ lower the risk of passing HIV to other people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or being exposed 
to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important to always practice safer sex by using 
a latex or polyurethane condom to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or 
blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

LEXIVA has not been fully studied in children under the age of 18 or in adults over the age of 65. 


Who should not take LEXIVA? 

Do not take LEXIVA Tablets if you: 

■ are taking certain other medicines. Read the section “What is the most important information I should 
know about LEXIVA?” Do not take the following medicines* with LEXIVA. You could develop serious or 
life-threatening problems. 

-HALCION* (triazolam; used for insomnia) r .„ DrnT » 

- Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and methylergonovine such as CArfcRGU I , 
MIGRANAL*, D.H.E. 45* ergotrate maleate, METHERGINE®, and others (used for migraine headaches) 

- PROPULSID® (cisapride); used for certain stomach problems 

- VERSED* (midazolam); used for sedation 

- ORAP® (pimozide); used for Tourette’s disorder 

Do not take the following medicines if you are taking LEXIVA and NORVIR® (ritonavir) together. You could 
develop serious or life-threatening problems. 

- TAMBOCOFT (flecainide); used for certain abnormal heart rhythms 

- RHYTHMOL* (propafenone); used for certain abnormal heart rhythms 

■ are allergic to LEXIVA or any of its ingredients. The active ingredient is fosamprenavir calcium. See the 
end of this leaflet for a list of all the ingredients in LEXIVA. 

■ are allergic to AGENERASE* (amprenavir). 

You should not take AGENERASE (amprenavir) and LEXIVA at the same time. 


Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider about all your medical conditions including if you: 

■ are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not known if LEXIVA can harm your unborn baby. 
You and your healthcare provider will need to decide if LEXIVA is right for you. If you use LEXIVA while 
you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about how you can be on the Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Registry. 

■ are breastfeeding. You should not breastfeed if you are HIV-positive because of the chance of passing 
the HIV virus to your baby through your milk. Also, it is not known if LEXIVA can pass into your breast 
milk and if it can harm your baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your health¬ 
care provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

■ have liver problems. You may be given a lower dose of LEXIVA or LEXIVA may not be right for you. 

■ have kidney problems 

■ have diabetes. You may need dose changes in your insulin or other diabetes medicines. 

■ have hemophilia 

■ are allergic to sulfa medicines 

Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, including pre¬ 
scription and non-prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. LEXIVA can cause dan¬ 
gerous and life-threatening interactions if taken with certain other medicines. You may need dose 
changes in some of your medicines or closer monitoring with some medicines if you also take LEX VA (see 
“What is the most important information I should know about LEXIVA.). Know all the medicines that you 
take and keep a list of them with you to show healthcare providers and pharmacists. 

Women who use birth control pills should choose a different kind of contraception. LEXIVA can affect 
the safety and effectiveness of birth control pills. Talk to your healthcare provider about choosing an 
effective contraceptive. 


How should I take LEXIVA? 

• Take LEXIVA Tablets exactly as your healthcare provider prescribed. 

■ Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of LEXIVA Tablets at any one time. Do not change 
your dose or stop taking LEXIVA without talking with your healthcare provider. 

■ You can take LEXIVA Tablets with or without food. 

■ When your supply of LEXIVA or other anti-HIV medicine starts to run low, get more from your healthcare 
provider or pharmacy. The amount of HIV virus in your blood may increase if one or more of the medi¬ 
cines are stopped, even for a short time. 

■ Stay under the care of a healthcare provider while using LEXIVA. 

■ It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of LEXIVA by more than 4[ hours, wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose right away. Then take your next dose at the regular time. 

■ If you take too much LEXIVA, call your healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

What should I avoid while taking LEXIVA? 

• Do not use certain medicines while you are taking LEXIVA. See “What is the most important infor¬ 
mation I should know about LEXIVA” and “Who should not take LEXIVA?" 

- Do not breastfeed. See “Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider.” Talk with your health¬ 
care provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

■ Avoid doing things that can spread HIV infection since LEXIVA doesn't stop you from passing the HIV 
infection to others. 

■ Do not share needles or other injection equipment. 

■ Do not share personal items that can have blood or body fluids on them, like toothbrushes or razor 
blades. 

■ no not have any kind of sex without protection. Always practice safer sex by using a latex or 
polyurethane condom, to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. 

What are the possible side effects of LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA may cause the following side effects: 

■ skin rash. Skin rashes, some with itching have happened in patients taking LEXIVA. Tell your healthcare 
provider if you get a rash after starting LEXIVA. 

- diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia). Some patients had diabetes before taking LEXIVA 
while others did not. Some patients may need changes in their diabetes medicine. Others may need a new 
diabetes medicine. 

■ increased bleeding problems in some patients with hemophilia. 

■ worse liver disease. Patients with liver problems, including hepatitis B or C, are more likely to get worse 
liver disease when they take anti-HIV medicines like LEXIVA. 

« changes in blood tests. Some people have changes in blood tests while takingiLEXIVA. 'nclu^e 

increases seen in liver function tests and blood fat levels, and decreases in white blood cells. Your health¬ 
care provider may do regular blood tests to see if LEXIVA is affecting your body. 

■ changes in body fat. These changes have happened in patients taking antireTro^ral m^icinesfike LEXIVA. 
The changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck ( buffalo hump ). breast, 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. The cause and long¬ 
term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of LEXIVA are nausea, vomiting, and diarrhea. Tell your healthcare provider about 
any side effects that bother you or that won’t go away. 

This list of side effects of LEXIVA is not complete. For more information, ask your healthcare provider 
or pharmacist. 

How should I store LEXIVA Tablets? 

• Store LEXIVA Tablets at room temperature between 59° and 86°F (15° to 30°C). Keep the container tight¬ 
ly closed.

id you know that “Leviticus 
20:13 censures both parties 
. of a male sexual encounter 
because the willingness to be 
turned into a woman, to be 
mounted by another man, is par¬ 
allel to castration?” 

Or that “God punished arrogant 
men with anal rape because such is 
the measure for measure. Enjoying 
the experience does not matter?” 

Or how about that rabbis, 
working from the Leviticus text, 
determined that an adult be 
“flogged for the act of anally pene¬ 
trating an eight-year-old, while the 
same act with a 10-year-old would 
be formally punishable by death?” 

These and other fascinating/ 
shocking factoids are sprinkled 
throughout Rabbi Steven Green¬ 
berg’s Wrestling With God & Men: 
Homosexuality in the Jewish Tradi¬ 
tion (University of Wisconsin 
Press; $35). Here the good Rabbi 


explains how Judaism first became 
homophobic, why it did, and how 
today it is possible to reinterpret 
old readings of Bible (including 
Leviticus) to make homosexuality 
more palatable to both queer and 
nonqueer believers. 

Greenberg’s friendly face first 
greeted us in Sandi Dubowski’s 
award-winning documentary 
Trembling Before G-d. He’s the gay 
Orthodox Jewish rabbi who insists 
it’s all right to be a gay Orthodox 
Jew. This isn’t a stance overly pop¬ 
ular in that community. Some Or¬ 
thodox gays have been told to fast 
and roll in the snow, or bathe in 
ice if snow isn’t available. Others 
were advised to recite certain 
psalms or to eat figs. 

I chatted with this activist rabbi 
a bit about his book, not always get¬ 
ting the answers I wanted. I noted 
first that Greenberg states in his 
text: “For many gay Jews, homosex¬ 
uality is not on the line; Judaism is.” 

“That is true for many Jews who 
are not Orthodox,” the rabbi re¬

sponded, “because what they’ve ex¬ 
perienced is that Judaism is some¬ 
how alive with rejection of their 
identity. Whatever Jewish structure 
they have connected with is really 
associated with family, children and 
all that. Basically, Judaism doesn’t 
make room for gay life.” 

Many Reform synagogues do, 
however, embrace gays and les¬ 
bians wholeheartedly, so why 
would any self-respecting queer 
force him or herself to experience 
all the hate and rejection Ortho¬ 
dox Judaism shells out? 

“Some people might very rea¬ 
sonably not want to be Orthodox 
Jews,” Greenberg proffers. “In fact, 
that has been the most common re¬ 
sponse. Many have left their com¬ 
munities of origin. But increasing¬ 
ly, some gay and lesbian people are 
no longer leaving or remaining 
silent. Gay Jews are now beginning 
to stick out and say they’re gay. 
Until very recently, they were given 
very few options to stay in tradi¬ 
tional Jewish communities.” 

Marriage study 

What about gay marriages? 
Greenberg admits he has been ap¬ 
proached to perform such cere¬ 
monies for gay Orthodox couples. 
He has refused. His noncommit¬ 
tal response is, “I am still studying 
the question. I want to take my 
time in this for all sorts of reasons. 

“Right now, a Jewish wedding 
is filled with heterosexual 
metaphor,” he explains, “and it’s a 
beautiful experience to be at a Jew¬ 
ish wedding. It drinks of narrative 
stories that are not necessarily eas¬ 
ily translatable to the experience of 
two men or two women. So before 
I do sacred unions between two 
men and two women, I want to be 
able to have a better sense of what 
God is up to in our love.” 

Another issue, one basically ig¬ 
nored in his book, is that of cir¬ 
cumcision, a practice falling into 


more disfavor. Ignoring the inher¬ 
ent dangers of the operation and 
the decrease in penile sensitivity it 
causes, this act has always been the 
centerstone of Judaism. Does 
Greenberg believe the Jewish reli¬ 
gion will ever change its take on 
the snipping? 

“Historically, I can tell you that 
it’s as old as it comes,” the rabbi re¬ 
sponds. “It’s the very first com¬ 
mandment that Abraham is given 
after he’s told to leave his home 
and go to the Promised Land. It is 
the sign of the covenant, and we 
have pretty strong evidence that 
no Jewish community has sur¬ 
vived that didn’t keep it. 

“It also serves as a way to em¬ 
body, at least for men, the belong¬ 
ing that is not only about your 
will, but about your physical 
being. A person born Christian 
who rejects Christianity would be 
hard-pressed to be called a Chris¬ 
tian. But a Jew born a Jew who re¬ 
jects Judaism is, in the eyes of the 
community, a Jew. They can’t ever 
unbecome a Jew, because it’s more 
than a belief system. 

“So, at least in the eyes of the 
community,” he continues, “we’re 
not just a people of faith or prac¬ 
tice. We are what Sander Gilman 
calls ‘the people of the body.’ So 
what a wonderful way to mark 
their uniqueness, with a ritual that 
celebrates the presence of the 


body in God’s concern.” 

Another wonderful way to cel¬ 
ebrate Judaism would be if Green¬ 
berg had his own synagogue 
which served as a home-base for 
gay Orthodox Jews. Instead, the 
rabbi is a senior teaching fellow at 
CLAL, the National Jewish Center 
for Learning and Leadership. Why 
no temple? Is it a lack of funding? 

“It’s more complicated,” Green¬ 
berg insists. “I haven’t had a rab¬ 
binate for 20 years, I’ve been an 
educator. But even if I wanted to, 
no affiliated Orthodox congrega¬ 
tion would get away with having 
me as their rabbi. So it would have 
to be an unaffiliated Orthodox 
congregation, of which there are 
2,000 in the United States. So there 
are places I could go as an Ortho¬ 
dox rabbi, but very few. As for my 
aim, I would really not want to be 
• the rabbi of a gay and lesbian con¬ 
gregation. I want to be the rabbi of 
a congregation.” ▼ 
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A tribute to Alan Selby

I he entire community has 
been in mourning since last 
Sunday morning, May 2, 
when it was learned that one of 
the leather community’s most 
beloved icons had passed away 
due to complications with em¬ 
physema. I had known Alan Selby 
for over 30 years, and I remember, 
most vividly, the first time I met 
him. 

I was sitting on a throne on¬ 
stage by myself on the last night of 
my reign as Emperor' I of San 
Francisco. In those days, my Em¬ 
press (the adorable Maxine VIII) 
was not allowed to sit next to me. 
In those days, the Emperor and 
Empress titles were crowned in 
two separate ceremonies. 

The runner-up in my victory 
in the Emperor election, Don 
Berry, had graciously consented to 
be the master of ceremonies at my 
step-down in the Imperial Ball¬ 
room of the Miyako Hotel. As var¬ 
ious visiting royalty were an¬ 
nounced, I was suddenly shocked 
to hear Don announce, “Repre¬ 
senting Her Imperial Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth of Great Britain, 
please welcome Alan Selby!” Alan 
Selby and his then-lover, Peter, 
were both attired in white Levi 
trousers and jackets with black 
biker hats which both festooned 
with buttons and pins (now that’s 
real Old Guard) as they made 
their way to the dais to “present 
credentials.” The audience was

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stunned, and rose and applauded 
loudly. It was also the crowning of 
Emperor II Russ Higginbotham, 
so as you can see, Alan was among 
the very first leather personalities 
to acknowledge the court system 
as it existed in those days. I doubt 
if he missed very many corona¬ 
tions since then. 

The next thing I knew, Alan 
and Peter opened the origi¬ 
nal Mister S Leather 
store on 7th St. I passed 
by there just last Thurs¬ 
day, and the deserted 
building still stands, cov¬ 
ered with posters and 
graffiti. Had anyone 
new to our town been 
with me, I would have 
pointed out that there 
was the first Mister S Leather 
Store. 

Over the years, Alan and Peter 
integrated nicely with this leather 
community. They were both read¬ 
ily accepted and managed to in¬ 
teract with everyone in an amiable 
manner. Their first leather tailor, 
the late “Red” Bentzinger, was one 
of the best tailors in the US, and 
his expertise and innovative cre¬ 


ations helped put Mister S on the 
map. While there were a few other 
leather shops in town, Mister S 
reigned supreme in Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Crisis time 

As business prospered and 
Mister S Leather was well on its 
way to prosperity, the AIDS 
epidemic came into our 
lives. I remember sitting 
in the late Hank Cook’s 
kitchen with Rick Booth, 
George Burgess and oth¬ 
ers, wondering how we 
could help those 
leather people we 
knew with their 
mounting finances be¬ 
cause of AIDS. In those early 
meetings, the AIDS Emergency 
Fund was born. Money was need¬ 
ed, and fast. Our brothers were 
dying all around us. Both leather 
and non-leather lesbians were 
lined up on Castro St. to donate 
blood in mobile bloodmobiles. 
The community rallied 150%, and 
Alan was out beating the bushes 
trying to scrape up money for 


AIDS patients. 

Fundraising on the scale we 
now know it was non-existent in 
those days. Ways had to be created 
to make donations more palat¬ 
able, and that was when Alan hit 
upon the idea of the Leather 
.Daddy and the Leather Daddy’s 
Boy titles. It was an instant hit. At 
one time, there were as many as 14 
or 15 men seeking the Daddy title, 
and in 1987, there were a whop¬ 
ping 26 contestants for the 
Daddy’s Boy title. 

After his lover Peter passed 
over, Alan sold the store and re¬ 
tired. But retirement was not ex¬ 
actly what it was. Alan gave mas¬ 
sage therapy to AIDS patients, he 
always encouraged those seeking 
leather titles. He served as a judge 
at IML, at Drummer, at Mr. SF 
Leather and at the defunct Mr. 
South of Market titles. There were 
few fundraising events that did 
not have the “Alan Selby touch.” I 
can proudly say that because of 
his tireless efforts, San Francisco’s 
leather community served as the 
catalyst for dozens of AIDS-relat-

hen I first saw Matt van 
Dorn in Lucas Kazan’s 
The Innkeeper, I plunged 
into a deep and wondrous lust. 
He’s tall and willowy, with mer¬ 
maid eyes, luminous blond hair, a 
slender cock as rigid as he is sup¬ 
ple, and an asshole of nearly lurid 
electric pink.

Studio 2000 is the Backstreet 


Boys of porn. Technically profi¬ 
cient, plotted and standardized 
format with a fixed length to sex 
scenes, no matter how steamy, 
straightforward suck ’n’ fuck. But 
well-cast with sturdy 
young men. Certainly, 
the seiiores in Deep 
Plunge are sensation¬ 
ally gorgeous, smol- 
' der like Latins are 
supposed to, and are 
so generously endowed 
that it’s a 
wonder 
the entire 
Iberian 
Peninsula 
doesn’t crack off Europe and 
make a deep plunge into the 
Mediterranean. Rafael Carreras is 
Matt’s assured co-star, and the 
supporting players are uncut, 
thick-tooled and manly. Excepting 
that dutiful orgy, Deep Plunge is 
sexy, sunny and warm. 

Adventurous youth 

For his first movie made in 
America, Matt was plunged into a 
Pacific Coast Highway road trip 
called Cruising It. The driver’s a 
cool young dude. He picks up cute 
hitchhiker. Driver: “You play 
around?” Hitchhiker: “Not really.” 
“Do you wanna make it with a 
dude?” “Not really.” “Do you 
wanna come to my place and hang 
out?” “Sure.” Now, I ask you, what 
kind of “Not really” wants to hang 
out like that? Answer: one whose 


“Not really” will change at the end 
of the movie to “There’s some¬ 
thing that I’d like to try.” Lord, 
how we’ve been waiting. 

We aren’t disappointed, for 
Chase “Not Really” McKenzie is a 
fresh young redhead, believably 
uncertain about his sexuality.

J have had 
to write many obituaries over the 
years for my fallen leather broth¬ 
ers and sisters, and although this 
is more a tribute than an obitu¬ 
ary, know that I wouldn’t have 
had it any other way. Facing 
crises together makes many of us 
stronger, more steadfast, and pro¬ 
motes bonding like nothing else 
can. It was a pleasure, Alan.

Sam Fuller's 'Pickup on South Street' out on DVD

raggy, no-nonsense director 
Sam Fuller knew how to 
start movies. In Shock Cor¬ 
ridor (1963), a reporter meets 
with his girlfriend and psychiatrist 
to plot his admission into an in¬ 
sane asylum for the purpose of 
solving a murder and winning a 
Pulitzer Prize. In The Naked Kiss 
(1964), a hooker with a heart of 
coal wallops a john while the cam¬ 
era records the assault subjective¬ 
ly from his perspective. Her wig 
flies off to reveal a perfectly bald 
head, and a great grotesque mo¬ 
ment of film is made. In both 
cases, Fuller demonstrates such 
gritty visuals and muscular story- 
telling,that we’re invested in these 


movies nearly before they’ve 
begun. 

He shows similar fortitude in 
1953’s pulpy, coarse Pickup on 
South Street, now on glistening 
display in a new DVD release 
from Criterion. After opening 
credits using Fox’s standard mid¬ 
century font, we get one quick es¬ 
tablishing shot of a subway, then 
wham! we’re set in the middle of 
a packed train car. We see small¬ 
time hood (Richard Widmark) 
expertly fingering the purse of a 
costume-bejeweled dame (Jean 
Peters). We also see another man 
eye Widmark, but he says nothing. 
The movie, in fact, has yet to offer 
one word of dialogue. Widmark 
scores, and he gets off at the next 
stop before the witness can follow 
him. It’s a bravura first scene, 
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often evoked in film classes as a 
textbook example of a seamless 
blend of editing, reactions, and 
mood. 

More importantly, that heist 
offers the beginnings of a complex 
plot whereby the audience knows 
not where it’s going. Both victim 
arid perpetrator don’t realize that 
they’re handling sensitive govern¬ 
ment documents wanted by Com¬ 
munists, and there are folks will¬ 
ing to kill to get them back. Pickup 
on South Street joins the ranks of a 
select number of movies that ex¬ 
ploit a narrative structure particu¬ 
larly well-defined in American 
crime dramas, whereby deceptive 
simplicity spirals into deep com¬ 
plexity and suspense. The Big 
Heat, The Killing, Kiss Me Deadly, 
The Hitch-Hiker and Detour all re¬ 
veal themselves in ways deliberate, 
teasing, and sinister, and Pickup 
very much belongs to this tradi¬ 
tion. 

Self interest 

Given its vintage, Pickup might 
be expected to offer testimony on 
the evils of Communism and the 
goodness of Democracy, but 
everyone is too busy looking out 
for themselves. Its canvas is decid¬ 
edly small, but there is a clearly 
understood street hierarchy. Pick¬ 
pockets, traitors, and stoolies are 
all low, but none are lower than 
the Commies. For one moment, 
men and women on both sides of 
the law unite against the Red 
Menace. Still, the politics of Pick¬ 



up remain murky. Fuller kept the 
patriotism at arm’s length, and 
stated that “I had no intention of 
making a political statement in 
Pickup, none whatsoever. My yarn 
is a noir thriller about marginal 
people, nothing more, nothing 
less.” 

The cast is perfectly chosen. 
Widmark’s mouth acquired a per¬ 
manent sneer ever since he 
pushed that old lady down the 
stairs in 1947’s Kiss of Death. Pe¬ 
ters looks like she was born sleazy, 
but it is Thelma Ritter as embit¬ 
tered, bemused, world-weary Moe 
who gives a performance to rank 
alongside the best in American 
film history. Every line, every ges¬ 
ture, every expression offers us a 
look at Moe’s sorry, pitiable life. 
Ritter lost the Best Supporting Ac¬ 
tress Oscar to Donna Reed, who 
stretched her instrument none too 


persuasively that year as a woman 
of easy virtue in From Here to 
Eternity. The choice today looks 
felonious, but such are the crimes 
of Oscar. 

As is its custom, Criterion 
loaded on the extras. Here we 
have Fuller, a man’s man and a di¬ 
rector’s director, holding court in 
two brief documentary inter¬ 
views. He’s a straight talker void 
of the obnoxious self-regard that 
adheres to so many filmmakers. 
The 20-page booklet confirms 
him as a regular guy, strong 
enough to fight Darryl F. Zanuck 
on casting Betty Grable in the fe¬ 
male lead, but personable enough 
to endear himself to studio peo¬ 
ple of every rank. He has modern 
acolytes as well, from Martin 
Scorsese to Quentin Tarantino, 
Curtis Hanson, and Stephen 
Frears. 

Pickup’ s veneer is made of 
neon, greasy spoons, flophouses, 
police headquarters, and one 
highly picturesque waterfront 
shack all finely lit in long shadows. 
But the fetid urban landscape is 
not a literal translation of Fuller’s 
soul. Quite the contrary. In the 
DVD’s booklet, he is quoted say¬ 
ing, “I hate violence. That has 
never prevented me from using it 
in my films. It’s part of human na¬ 
ture. Violence is deplorable, but 
alas, it’s part of our brutal her¬ 
itage.”. 

Fuller wasn’t afraid to look into 
the eyes of the beast — and the 
beast is us. ▼ 


Freaky Finnish fable

- innish television- and 
IN comic-strip-writer Johanna 
Sinisalo has created a 
strange, beautiful tale, expertly 
translated, and cinematic enough 
for movie screens. 

Troll is the story of Mikael 
“Angel” Hartikainen, a gay pho¬ 
tographer who, after a night out 
drinking, discovers several young 
hoodlums crowded around a 
crouched object in the dark end of 
an alley near his apartment build¬ 
ing. Closer inspection reveals that 
the boys are yelling and kicking at 
it — whatever it is — and Angel 
quickly intervenes. The discovery 
of a terrified young troll “cub” 
with “live coals in its orange eyes” 
incites maternal feelings in Angel, 
and thus begins his nurturing 
odyssey to understand the habitat 
of this mysterious beast. 

Internet searches reveal that 
the creature has mythological 



roots and often appears in vast 
volumes of Finnish fables, litera¬ 
ture, folklore, biology tomes, and 
fairy tales, including the Finn clas¬ 
sic Kalevala. 

Angel names the troll Pessi, 
after a Finnish fictional character, 
and in-betweeri house-training 
duties and uncovering a troll’s di¬ 
etary requirements (guinea pigs 
suffice better than cans of cat 


food), Angel realizes that Pessi is 
sick and needs help fast. Veteri¬ 
narian-friend Dr. Spiderman 
cures Pessi and offers varying the¬ 
ories on where the troll has come 
from and why. What Angel inter¬ 
prets as Pessi’s “juniper-berry 
smell” is actually very powerful 
waves of pheromones. Conse¬ 
quently and unsurprisingly, Angel 
develops a sexual attraction to 
Pessi. 

Soon, several friends harrow- 
ingly discover Angel’s hairy 
houseguest, including downstairs 
neighbor Palomita, a subservient 
mail-order bride, outspoken ad 
exec Martes, and nerdy Ecke, who 
becomes obsessively jealous of 
Angel. But when the news leaks to 
the outside world, Angel and Pessi 
head for the hills. 

Thought-provoking, uniquely 
imaginative, and brimming with 
circus-sideshow details (though 
the bestiality-like sex scenes are 
unsettling), Sinisalo’s story as¬ 
cends to more than just a freakish 
attraction by being intellectual 
and darkly comic all at once. The 
result is simply brilliant. ▼

by the families or the Army. In 
short, those closest to those being 
memorialized wanted them re¬ 
membered. A few had no photos 
available; in their place, those pur¬ 
loined photos of the flag-draped 
coffins. 

There were no paid sponsors 
for Nightline, the million-dollar 
time slots were filled by public ser¬ 
vice announcements. No market¬ 


ing of the dead. 

It was a brutal program, as it 
should have been. It would have 
taken a very hard heart to keep 
from weeping at all those faces 
and from noting their youth, their 
race — almost as many Latino 
dead as whites — their gender, 
their rank. No doubt the conserv¬ 
atives who railed against the 
broadcast (and who were still rail¬ 
ing on the Sunday morning 
shows) refused to watch. Which is 
a shame. But then, there is a great 
deal of shame attached to this war. 


Whether one believes in the 
war on Iraq or not, one cannot 
discount those who gave their 
lives. They deserve our honor. 
They certainly deserved the 41 
minutes that have become, inex¬ 
plicably, the most controversial in 
recent TV history. One has to 
wonder: If it’s so politically 
charged to show Americans just 
who is giving their lives to (in the 
words of the Bush Administra¬ 
tion) defend America against ter¬ 
ror, then perhaps the war isn’t so
